INTRODUCTION. 


The  County  of  Wellington,  as  now  composed,  is  a small  portion 
only  of  the  District  of  Wellington,  which  contained  originally  the 
whole  of  the  Counties  of  Wellington,  Waterloo  and  Grey,  and  a por- 
tion of  the  County  of  Dufferin. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  District  Council,  of  the  District  of 
Wellington,  was  held  in  the  Court  House,  Guelph,  on  the  8th  day 
of  February,  1842,  pursuant  to  the  ‘‘  Act  to  provide  for  the  better 
internal  Government  of  that  part  of  this  Province,  which  formerly 
constituted  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  by  the  establishment  of 
Local  and  Municipal  Authorities  therein.” 

Alexander  Dingwall  Fordyce,  Esq.,  Warden,  in  the  chair. 

The  Warden  read  a Commission,  issued  by  the  Governor- General, 
appointing  him  Warden  of  the  District  of  Wellington. 

Thomas  Saunders,  Esq.,  was  then  appointed  Clerk,  ad  interim, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act. 

Representatives  were  present  from  the  Townships  of  Eramosa, 
Erin,  Garafraxa,  Guelph,  Nichol,  Waterloo,  Wilmot  and  Woolwich — 
9 Councillors. 

It  was  found,  however,  that  certain  irregularities  had  taken  place, 
and  that  six  of  the  Councillors  elected  were  disqualified  and  could 
not  fegally  take  their  seats.  This  left  the  Council  without  a quorum, 
and  notice  was  given  that  application  would  be  made  to  the  Governor- 
General  to  call  a special  meeting  of  the  Council,  as  soon  as  Councillors 
could  be  elected  to  fill  the  seats  of  those  disqualified. 

A special  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  the  14th  day  of 
April,  1842,  convened  by  the  Governor-General,  at  which  the  above 
named  Municipalities  were  represented  by  eleven  Councillors  duly 
qualified.  The  Council  at  this  meeting,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
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vi-'.ioiis  of  the  Municipal  Act,  elected  three  persons,  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Governor-General,  out  of  whom  His  Excellency  might  select  one 
for  District  Clerk.  The  three  persons  elected  were  R.  F.^Budd,  A.  D. 
Ferrier  and  James  Wilson.  Mr.  Budd  was  appointed  District  Clerk 
by  His  Excellency,  and  entered  on  his  duties  at  a meeting  of  Council 
held  on  the  nth  day  of  May,  1842. 

The  said  District  Council  met  from  time  to  time  in  the  Court 
House,  Guelph,  until  the  close  of  the  October  Session  in  1849. 
this  year  twenty-one  Townships  were  represented  by  thirty-three 
Councillors.  This  was  the  last  year  of  the  District  Council. 

The  Waterloo  County  Council  met  in  the  Court  House,  Guelph, 
on  the  28th  of  January,  1850.  At  this  meeting  twenty-three  Town- 
ships were  represented  by  twenty-seven  Councillors.  The  Townships 
of  Garafraxa,  Amaranth  and  Melancthon|‘:were  represented  by  one 
Councillor,  and  the  Townships  of  Peel  and  Maryborough  by  one,  while 
the  Townships  of  Erin,  Guelph,  Puslinch,  Wellesley,  Wilmot  and 
Woolwich  sent  Deputy-Reeves.  This  Council  was  in  existence  for  two 
years  only  ; the  last  Session  closed  on  the  nth  day  of  October,  1851. 
In  this  year  twenty-four  Municipalities  were  represented  by  twenty- 
nine  Councillors.  The  Town  of  Guelph  separated  from  the  Township 
this  year,  and  sent  a representative  to  the  County  Council. 

The  Council  of  the  United  Counties  of  Wellington,  Water- 
loo and  Grey  met  in  the  Court  House,  Guelph,  on  the  29th  day  of  Jan. , 

1852,  when  thirty-one  Municipalities  were  represented  by  thirt5^-nine 
Councillors.  One  Councillor  represented  the  Townships  of  Amaranth 
and  Garafraxa,  and  one  the  Townships  of  Collingwood  and  Euphrasia. 
This  Council  existed  only  one  year. 

The  Council  of  the  United  Counties  of  Wellington  and 
Grey  met  in  the  Court  House,  Guelph,  on  the  24th  day  of  January, 

1853,  when  twenty-two  Municipalities  were  represented  by  twenty- 
eight  Councillors.  The  Townships  of  Amaranth  and  Garafraxa  were 
still  united,  but  were  represented  by  a Reeve  and  Deputy-Reeve.  The 
Townships  of  Melancthon  and  Proton  were  also  united  and  represented 
by  one  Councillor.  This  Council  lasted  one  year  only. 

The  Wellington  County  Council  met,  for  the  first  time,  in  the 
Court  House,  Guelph,  on  the  23rd  da}^  of  January,  1854,  when  twelve 
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Municipalities  were  represented  by  seventeen  Councillors.  The  said 
Municipalities  are  all  within  the  present  limits  of  the  County  of  Wel- 
lington, except  the  Township  of  Amaranth. 

In  the  year  1896  the  Tegislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  On- 
tario passed  an  Act  to  reduce  the  number  of  County  Councillors,  en- 
titled, “ The  County  Councils  Act,  1896,”  59  Victoria,  Chapter  52. 
This  Act  took  effect  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office 
of  the  County  Councillors  holding  office  at  the  time  of  the  passing  there- 
of. In  accordance  with  the  provisions  thereof  the  County  of  Well- 
ington was  divided  into  seven  districts  or  divisions,  known  as  “ County 
Council  Divisions,”  each  division  to  be  represent  in  the  County  Coun- 
cil by  two  members  holding  office  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

The  County  was  divided  into  the  following  divisions  : 

First  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Townships  of 
Guelph  and  Puslinch. 

Second  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Township 
of  Erin,  the  Village  of  Erin,  and  the  Township  of  Eramosa. 

Third  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Township  of 
Pilkington,  the  Village  of  Elora,  and  the  Township  of  Nichol. 

Fourth  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Village  of 
Fergus,  the  Township  of  West  Garafraxa,  and  the  Village  of  Arthur. 

Fifth  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Township  of 
Peel,  the  Township  of  Maryborough,  and  the  Village  of  Drayton. 

Sixth  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Township  of 
Arthur,  the  Town  of  Mount  Forest,  and  the  Township  of  West  Luther  ; 
and 

Seventh  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Township 
of  Minto,  the  Town  of  Palmerston,  the  Town  of  Harriston,  and  the 
Village  of  Clifford. 

The  first  Council  elected  under  the  said  Act,  composed  of  four- 
teen members,  met  in  the  Court  House,  Guelph,  on  the  26th  day  of 
January,  1897.

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In  the  year  1896  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  passed  an  Act  to  reduce  the  number  of  .County"  Council- 
lors, entitled,  “The  County  Councils  Act,  1896“  59  Victoria 
Chapter  52.  This  Act  took  effect  in  the  year  1897.  In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  thereof  the  County  of  Wellington  was  divided 
into  seven  districts  or  divisions  known  as  “County  Council 
Divisions”  each  division  to  be  represented  in  the  County  Council 
by  two  members  holding  office  for  the  term  of  two  years.

Second  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Township 
of  Erin,  the  Village  of  Erin,  and  the  Township  of  Eramosa. 

Third  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Township  of 
Pilkington,  the  Village  of  Elora,  and  the  Township  of  Nichol. 

Fourth  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Village  of 
Fergus,  the  Township  of  West  Garafraxa,  and  the  Village  of 
Arthur. 

Fifth  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Township  of 
Peel,  the  Township  of  Maryborough,  and  the  Village  of  Drayton. 

Sixth  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Township  of 
Arthur,  the  Town  of  Mount  Forest,  and  the  Township  of  West 
Luther;  and 

Seventh  County  Council  Division  to  consist  of  the  Township 
of  Minto,  the  Town  of  Palmerston,  the  Town  of  Harriston,  and 
the  Village  of  Clifford.

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  the  Fergus  and  Owen  Sound  Road 
Company,  and  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  Wel- 
lington, have  agreed  upon  the  sum  of  fourteen  thousand  four  hundred 
and  twenty-six  dollars,  as  the  value  thereof ; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  Company  is  now  indebted,  to  the  said, 
the  Corporation  of  the  said,  the  County  of  Wellington,  in  a large  sum 
of  money,  and  the  said  Company  have  agreed  to  sell  and  convey  the

A By-I^aw  for  assumingf,  as  County  Roads,  certain  High- 
ways in  the  County  of  Wellington,  heretofore  improved 
purchased  and  acquired  by  the  Corporation  of  the  said 
County,  and  which  are  hereinafter  more  particularly 
described. 

WHEREAS  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  Wellington  hereto- 
j fore,  in  consideration  of  the- importance  of  those  certain  Roads,  herein- 
i after  described,  lying  within  the  said  County,  have  acquired  and  im- 
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proved  the  same,  and  now  hold  title  thereto,  as  beings  County  proper- 
ty; 

AND  WHEREAS  certain  other  Roads,  acquired,  in  similar  man- 
ner, by  the  said  Corporation,  have  been  already  assumed  in  due  form 
of  law,  it  is  deemed  expedient  that  all  Roads  purchased  by,  or  belong- 
ing; to  the  said  County,  should  be  under  one  uniform  jurisdiction,  and 
that  the  Corporation  should  be  in  a position  to  exercise  the  same 
power  and  control  over  them  all,  and  it  is  proper  to  assume  as  County 
Roads,  of  the  said  County,  those  certain  Highways  hereinafter  des- 
cribed ;

AND  WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said 
petition,  and  to  pass  a By-Law  in  the  premises  ;

First. — Every  person  bringing  horses,  cnltle,  -lieep  or  pigs  to  the 
said  Fair,  shall,  by  himself  or  servant,  remain  in  immediate  charge 
thereof  while  at  said  Fair; 

Second. — Every  such  person,  and  any  person  Iiringing  any  other 
articles  to  said  Fair,  shall  take  such  position  in  the  said  Fair  as  shall 
be  assigned  to  him  by  the  person  in  charge  of  the  Fair  Ground ;

AND  WHEREAS  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable  property  of 
the  said  County  of  Wellington,  irrespective  of  any  funire  increase  of 
the  same,  irrespective  of  any  interest  in,  or  income  from  the  Road 
Or  Farm  Buildings,  and  also  irrespective  of  any  income  to  arise  from 
any  temporary  investment  of  the  sinking  fund  hereinafter  mentioned, 
Or  any  part  thereof,  was,  according  to  the  last  revised  and  equalized 
Assessment  Rolls  of  the  said  County  of  Wellington,  eighteen  million, 
six  hundred  and  ninety-eight  thousand,  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
dollars ; 

AND  WHEREAS  for  paying  the  interest  and  creating  an  annual 
sinking  fund  for  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  said  sum  of  twenty- 
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thousand  dollars,  it  will  require  an  ccjiial  annual  sp«;cial  rate  of  twelve 
hundredths  of  one  mill  in  the  dollar,  to  1dc,  levied  in  addition  to  all  other 
rates  ; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  amount  of  the  existing'  debt  of  the  said 
Municipality  of  the  County  of  Welling-ton,  is  ft)r  principal  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  nineteen  thousand  dollars  ; 

AND  WHEREAS  there  is  no  interest  in  arrear ; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  W^elling-ton 
hath  not,  in  this  Municipal  year,  contracted  any  debts  or  loans  over 
and  above  the  sum  required  for  its  ordinary  expenditure,  which,  in- 
cluding- the  said  twenty  thousand  dollars,  exceed  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars ;

A By-Iv-aw  to  erect  the  unincorporated  Village  of  Brin  and 
neighborhood  into  an  incorporated  Village,  by  the 
name  of  Brin  Village,  apart  from  the  Township  of 
Brin,  in  the  County  of  Wellington,  in  which  the  same 
are  situated,  and  for  other  purposes. 


WHEREAS  by  a census  return  taken,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council  of  the  County  of  AATllington,  it  has  been  shown  that  the  unin- 
corporated Villag'e  of  'Erin,  in  the  County  of  Wellington,  and  its  imme- 
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diale  neii^hborhood,  as  hereinafter  described,  and  also  in  the  said 
County,  contains  over  seven  hundred  and  fifty  inhabitants; 

AND  \\'HKRIC\S  the  residences  of  such  inhabitants  are  sufficiently 
near  to  form  an  Incorporated  Villag-e ; 

AND  WHfvRKAS  a petition  has  been  presented  to  the  Council  of 
the  said  County,  signed  by  over  one  hundred  of  the  resident  freeholders 
and  householders  of  the  said  Villag-e  and  neighborhood,  of  whom  not 
less  than  fifty  are  freeholders,  praying-  that  a By-Law  may  be  passed  by 
the  Council  of  the  said  County,  erecting  the  said  Village  and  neighbor- 
hood into  an  Incorporated  Village,  apart  from  the  Township  of  Erin, 
in  the  said  County,  in  which  the  same  ai'c  situated  ; and  whereas  it  is 
expedient  to  pass  a By-Law  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  ; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  limits  of  the  said  Village  of  Erin  and  neigh- 
borhood, as  described  by  the  boundaries  hereinafter  mentioned,  do  not 
exceed  an  area  of  five  hundred  acres  of  land;

WHEREAvS  the  Guelph  Railway  Company  have  applied  to  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  County  of  Welling^ton  to  pass  a By-Law  to  authorize  ex- 
tensions nuinhcrs  i and  2 of  the  said  railway  referred  to  in  the  sixth 
clause  of  the  xAct  of  the  Eegislature  of  Ontario  passed  to  incorporate 
the  said  Railway  Company,  the  Council  of  this  County  having-  juris- 
diction over  the  roads  hereinafter  mentioned; 

AND  WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  g-ive  such  authority  upon  the 
terms  hereinafter  expressed  ; 

Therefore  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  Wellington,  by  the 
Council  thereof,  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  'i'he  extension  of  the  Guelph  Railway  Company  numbered  i 
and  2,  namely  : Number  r,  from  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Guelph,  south- 
easterly along  the  road  known  as  the  Dundas  or  Brock  road  to  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  College  grounds,  and  the  extension  number  2, 
being  that  north-westerly  from  the  City  of  Guelph  to  the  Union  Ceme- 
tery along  the  road  known  as  the  Elora  road,  both  roads  being  in  the 
Township  of  Guelph  and  the  County  of  Wellington  and  both  roads 
being-  the  property  of  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  Wellington, 
and  under  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  may  be  carried  along  and  upon  the 
said  highways,  and  such  extensions  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  so 
made  and  carried  along  the  said  highways  subject  to  the  restrictions 
hereinafter  contained,  and  under  and  subject  to  the  agreement  herein- 
after authorized  to  be  made  between  the  Council  of  this  Corporation 
and  the  said  Company  as  to  the  terms  of  occupancy  of  the  said  high- 
ways upon  the  said  extensions  of  the  said  railway  and  each  and  every 
of  them. 

2.  The  restrictions  and  conditions  upon  which  the  authorities 
aforesaid  are  given,  are  as  follows  : 

As  to  the  extension  .on  the  Dundas,  otherwise  called  the  Brock 
road,  that  the  railway  shall  be  constructed  on  the  east  side  of  the 
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road  from  the  bridge  known  as  the  Dundas  bridge,  reasonable  allow- 
ance being-  made  for  curve  and  so  as  to  leave  a roadway  for  vehicles 
of  at  least  twenty  feet  in  width. 

3.  As  to  the  extension  number  2 on  the  said  Elora  road,  that  the 
railway  shall  be  constructed  from  the  city  boundary  on  the  said  Elora 
road  to  the  Cemetery  but  the  track  of  the  railway  shall  be  constructed 
on  the  outside  of  the  ditches,  leaving  the  present  ditch  and  roadbed 
clear.  The  rails  of  the  track  may  be  placed  on  either  side  of  the  road. 

4.  The  Railway  Company  shall  allow  the  use  of  their  part  of  the 
said  extension  for  vehicles,  but  vehicles  shall  turn  out  for  cars,  and 
the  Railway  Company’s  part  shall  be  of  a good  grade  with  the  high- 
way and  shall  be  kept  by  the  Railway  Company  in  proper  repair  be- 
tween the  rails  and  one  and  a half  feet  on  the  outside  of  each  rail  to 
the  satisfaction  of  any  person  whom  the  County  Council  may  see  fit 
to  appoint. 

5.  The  tracks  of  the  railway  on  the  County  roads  shall  be  kept 
free  from  ice  and  snow  between  the  rails. 

6.  The  following  provisions  or  clauses  of  the  agreement  set  forth 
in  Schedule  “A”  to  the  said  Act  of  Incorporation,  regarding  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  the  railway,  being  the  agreement  of  the  7th 
ol  August,  1894,  shall  apply  to  the  extensions  of  the  railway  on  the 
said  County  roads  as  follows  : 

Clause  7,  for  maintaining  the  railway  in  a state  of  thorough  effi- 
ciency. 

Clause  10,  Clause  13,  Clause  17,  Clause  18,  Clause  20,  Clause  26. 

It  being  understood  that  wherever  the  word  ‘^City”  in  the  said 
clauses  appears,  the  word  “County”  shall  be  substituted  therefor.  Also 
a clause  providing  that  when  the  railway  ceases  to  be  operated  under 
their  charter,  the  highways  shall  be  restored  to  their  former  condition  by 
the  Guelph  Railway  Company,  the  rails  and  other  property  of  the  com- 
pany to  be  removed  by  them,  unless  some  further  or  other  agreement 
is  made  with  the  County. 

7.  The  Railway  Company  shall  be  bound  to  the  County,  either 
themselves,  to  extend  their  road  south-easterly  and  north-westerly 
from  the  ends  of  the  said  extensions,  or  if  they  refuse  so  to  do,  shall 
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be  bound  to  grant  on  equitable  terms  to  be  settled  by  arbitration,  run- 
ning powers  over  the  said  extensions  on  the  said  County  roads  to  any 
company  who  hereafter  shall  build  a railway  from  the  south-east  to  or 
near  the  boundary  of  the  City  of  Guelph,  or  from  the  north-west  boun- 
dary on  the  said  Elora  road,  north-westerly  along  said  Elora  road. 

8.  Nothing  in  this  By-Law  contained  shall  have  the  effect  of  giv- 
ing the  Guelph  Railway  Company  the  exclusive  right  to  build  or  run 
an  electric  railway  on  any  portion  of  the  said  County  roads. 

9.  The  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  be  for  thirty  years,  or  until 
the  said  railway  shall  before  the  said  period  forfeit,  if  they  do  forfeit, 
their  privileges  under  the  agreement  set  forth  in  the  said  charter. 

10.  It  is  hereby  understood  that  the  Guelph  Railway  Company 
may  accept  the  privileges  and  the  terms  hereby  granted  in  respect  of 
both  or  either  of  the  said  extensions. 

11.  The  Warden,  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of 
Wellington,  is  hereby  authorized  to  affix  the  Corporate  Seal  of  theCoun- 
ty  to  an  agreement  between  the  Railway  Company  and  the  County,  em-

(e)  To  each  Poll  Clerk  under  similar  circumstances  the  sum  of  $2 
per  day. 

(/)  To  every  Constable  under  the  same  circumstances  the  sum  of 
per  day.

tion to  the  amount  contributed  by  the  said  County  and  City  respectively, 
which  amounts  ^are  (exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  fire  hall  part  hereinafter 
mentioned),  by  the  City  $9,800,  by  the  County  $4,000.00. 

And,  whereas,  in  connection  with  the  said  building  the  city  has 
erected  a fire  hall,  partitioned  off  from  the  other  portions  of  the  said 
building,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  County  has  not  an  interest  in 
such  fire  hall : 

And,  whereas,  with  reference  to  the  building  for  said  show  or 
fair  and  stock  sales,  the  following  ag>reement  has  been  come  to,  the 
said  parties  hereto  accordingly  respectively  covenant  and  agree  one 
wfth  the  other  as  follows  : 

I.  The  County  has  and  shall  have  an  interest  in  the  said  building 
(excepting  the  fire  ha>l),  jointly  with  the  City  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  contributed  as  aforesaid  towards  the  cost  thereof  by  the  County, 
that  is  to  say,  the  County’s  interest  is  and  shall  be  tantamount  to 
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twenty  sixty-ninth  parts  of  the  said  building-  (excepting  the  fire  hall), 
and  the  City’s  interest,  the  residue,  equal  to  forty-nine  sixty-ninth 
parts  thereof  and  such  building  shall  be  used  primarily  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a Provincial  Fat  Stock  Show  or  Winter  Fair  and  for  stock 
sales. 

2.  Th/e  City  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  said  building  for 
market  and  other  reasonable  municipal  purposes  when  the  same  shall 
not  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Fat  Stock  Show  or  Fair  or 
stock  sales  (for  which  last  mentioned  use  the  City  has  already  ar- 
ranged) ; but  the  City  shall  not  use  or  permit  to  be  used  the  building 
Or  any  part  thereof  for  manufacturing  purposes  or  the  like,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Council  of  the  said  County.  The  City  shall,  at  its 
own  expense,  keep  the  building  in  good  repair  and  keep  it  insured  to  a 
reasonable  amount  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire. 

3.  In  case  the  building  (other  than  the  said  fire  hall),  shall  be 
at  any  time  destroyed  or  partially  destroyed  by  fire,  any  moneys  received 
by  the  City  for  insurance  shall  be  expended  in  restoring  or  rebuilding 
the  said  building,  and  if  the  same  shall  not  be  so  expended,  the  County 
shall  be  entitled  to  a share  of  such  insurance  moneys  which  the  City 
may  receive,  in  the  proportion  aforesaid.  For  insurance  purposes  the 
City  shall  be  at  liberty  to  insure  the  building  in  its  own  name  as 
owner. 

4.  The  Council  of  the  said  bounty  may  from  time  to  time  appoint 
a committee  of  its  Council  to  act  with  a committee  of  the  City-  Council 
to  see  that  the  terms  of  this  agrement  are  carried  out,  and  generally 

to  act  in  the  oversight  of  the  said  building,  and  the  membership  of 
any  joint  commitee  so  to  be  appointed  shall  be  constituted  as  nearly 
as  may  be  on  the  basis  of  the  proportionate  interests  of  the  County  and 
City  respectively  in  the  said  building  as  aforesaid. 

5.  In  the  event  of  the  Provincial  Winter  Fair,  etc.,  ceasing  to  be 
held  at  Guelph,  the  City  and  County  may  agree  as  to  the  terms  upon 
which  the  City  shall  acquire  the  County’s  interest  in  the  said  building; 
and  in  case  of  disagreement,  such  terms  shall  be  determined  by  arbi- 
tration under  the  Municipal  Act,  the  arbitrators  to  determine  what 
part  of  the  said  $4,000  (if  any),  it  will  be  just,  under  all  the  circum- 
stances, to  require  the  City  to  pay  to  the  County  for  its  interest  in  the 
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said^  building-,  and  upon  paypient  of  such  amount  (if  any)  the  interest 
ot  the*  County  in  the  said  building  shall  cease.

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
County  of  Wellington  should,  by  By-Law,  desig'nate  certain  highways 
to  f)c  improved,  under  the  Act  passed  in  the  first  }^ear  of  the  reig'n  of 
His  Majesty,  King-  Edward  the  Seventh,  Chapter  32,  entitled  “An  Act 
for  the  Improvement  of  Public  Highways.'’ 

AND  WHERE^AS  the  highways  described  and  referred  to  in  the 
Schedule  to  this  By-Law  attached,  marked  “A”  (which  Schedule  shall 
form  part  hereof),  are  now  County  roads,  and  are  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  said  County,  and  are  maintained  by  the  said  County ; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  County  Council  deem  it  expedient  to  desig- 
nate the  said  roads  in  the  said  Schedule  “A”  mentioned  as  highways  to 
be  improved  under  the  said  Act ;

2.  The  amounts  to  be  expended  from  year  to  year  for  general 
repairs  (exclusive  of  bridges,  culverts,  and  wire  fences)  upon  the  several 
highways  described  or  referred  to  in  the  said  .schedules  hereunto  an- 
nexed, marked  “A”  and  “B,“  shall  be  as  nearly  as  practicable  in  pro- 
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portion  to  the  mileage  of  said  roads  within  the  several  municipalities

3.  A copy  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  transmitted  forthwith  to  the 
Clerks  of  the  Townships  of  the  County  of  Wellington,  and  thereafter 
effect  shall  be  given,  according  to  circumstances,  to  clauses  or  sub- 
divisions 2,  3 and  4-  of  Section  2 of  the  said  Act.

BY-LAW  No.  612 

Passed  May  29,  1903. 

A By-I^aw  to  set  apart  the  unincorporated  Village  of  Rock- 
wood  as  a Police  Village. 

WHEREAS  a petition  has  been  presented  to  the  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  County  of  Wellington,  praying  that  the  unincorporated 
Village  of  Rockwood,  situated  in  the  Township  of  Eramosa,  in  the  said 
County,  may  be  set  apart  as  a Police  Village. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  petition  describes  the  area  to  be  included 
in  such  Village  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  such  petition  is  signed 
by  a majority  of  the  ratepayers  resident  therein  : 
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Therefore,  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  Wel- 
lington enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  The  unincorporated  Village  of  Rockwood,  in  the  Township  of 
Kramosa,  in  the  County  of  VV^elling-ton,  is  hereby  set  apart  as  a Police 
Village,  and  the  area  to  be  included  in  such  Village  shall  be  the  lands 
comprised  in  the  east  halves  of  Lots  Nos.  3,  4,  5 and  6 in  the  4th 
Concession,  and  the  west  halves  of  Lots  Nos.  3,  4,  5 and  6 in  the  5th 
Concession  of  the  said  Township  of  Eramosa,  the  area  being  the  out 
side  boundaries  of  the  said  half  lots. 

2.  Tuesday,  the  9th  day  of  June,  1903,  and  the  Town  Hall  in  the 
said  Village,  shall  be  the  time  and  place,  and  Hugh  Black  is  hereby 
named  as  the  Returning  Officer  for  conducting  the  first  election  of 
Police  Trustees  for  the  said  Police  Village,  and  the  date  of  the  first 

I meeting  of  the  Police  Trustees  after  such  election  shall  be  the  15th 
! day  of  June,  1903. 


3.  This  By-Law  shall  take  effect  upon,  from  and  after  the  30th 
day  of  May,  1903.

1 he  provisions  contained  in  aforesaid  Section  291  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Municipal  Act  of  1903  are  hereby  declared  not  to  be  in  force 
in  this  county,  so  far  as  tlie  same  affects  the  office  of  the  County 
Treasurer.

BY-LAW  No.  624, 

Passed  June  3,  1904. 

A Ey-Law'  to  define  the  duties  of  the  various  Officials  of  the 
House  of  Industry  and  Refuge,  and  to  prescribe  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  said  Institution 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate  the  various  By-laws  re- 
latini^  to  the  House  of  Industry  and  Refuge  : 

Be  it  tberetore  enacted,  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
County  of  Wellington,  as  follows  : 

That  a Committee  of  thr<  c members  of  the  Council,  to  be  called 
the  ‘'Standing  Co-amittee  on  the  House  of  Industry  and  Refuge,”  shall 
be  appointed  c.rmually,  at  the  first  session  of  the  Council  in  each  and 
every  vear,  whose  duty  it  slnVl  be  to  oversee  the  management,  to  ex- 
amine intc‘  the  slate  of  all  matters  and  things  relating  to  the  support 
and  employment  of  the  inmates,  to  audit  all  accounts  quarterly,  and 
report;  thereon  lialf-yearly,  to  the  Council  at  its  regular  meetings  in 
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June  and  December  in  each  year,  and  present,  at  the  June  meeting, 
in  each  year,  an  estimate  of  the  probable  amount  required  for  the 

maintenance  of  the  said  House  of  Industry,  for  the  ensuing"  year. 

• 

The  said  vStanding  Committee  shall  have  power  to  discharg-e  any 
inmate  who  they  may  deem  an  improper  person  to  be  maintained  at 
the  expense  of  the  County,  and  they  may  also  admit  any  person  as  an 
inmate  if  they  deem  it  expedient  and  necessary. 

HILLS  AND  CLAIMS. 

That  all  bills  and  claims,  against  the  Corporation  for  supplies 
funiislied  to  the  House  of  Industry  and  Refuge  and  Industrial  Farm, 
shall  be  duly  certified  as  being  correct,  by  the  Inspector  or  Keeper, 
before  being  presented  for  audit,  and,  on  the  same  being  examined 
and  passed  by  the  aforesaid  Committee,  the  Warden  shall  be  authorized 
to  grant  his  orders  on  the  County  Treasurer  for  the  several  accounts 
allowed. 

ADMISSION  OF  INMATES. 

No  person  shall  be  received  by  the  Keeper  as  an  inmate  to  the 
House  of  Industry  and  Refuge  unless  admitted  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, or  by  the  Inspector  or  upon  a written  commitment  under  the 
hand  and  seal  of  a member  of  the  Council  o£  this  County  or  the  Mayor 
Or  Reeve  of  any  local  municipality  within  this  County  in  which  the 
person  committed  is  at  the  time  of  such  commitment,  a resident,  and 
was  such  resident  for  one  year  preceding  such  commitment,  nor  un- 
less such  person  shall  have  been  a bona,  fide  resident  of  the  County  of 
Wellington  for  at  least  two  years  continuously  and  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  such  commitment  or  preceding  the  time  of  such 
admission  by  the  said  Standing  Committee,  or  the  Inspector  or  any 
member  of  the  County  Council.  The  expense  of  sending  all  persons 
to  the  House  of  Industry  and  Refuge,  committed  by  a Mayor  or  Reeve, 
shall  be  borne  by  the  municipality  from  which  they  are  committed. 
But  no  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  said  House  of  Industry  and 
Refuge  who  is  insane  or  idiotic  or  who  is  suffering  from  any  incurable 
disease  which  is  infectious  or  contagious. 

RINDING  OUT  CHILDREN  TO  SERVICE. 

If  it  is  desired  by  any  person  of  good  morals  and  repute  to  take 
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any  child  from  the  House  of  Industry  and  Refuge,  as  an  apprentice  to 
any  lawful  trade,  profession  or  employment,  or  to  take  one  out  on 
trial  for  a short  time,  with  the  intention  of  having  him  or  her  so  ap- 
prenticed, the  Inspector  may,  if  satisfied  of  the  character  of  the  per- 
son making  such  application,  give  his  consent  thereto,  and  cause  appli- 
cation to  be  made  by  the  Keeper  or  the  Inspector  to  the  Judge  of  the 
County  Court,  to  have  such  child  put  and  bound  out  as  an  apprentice 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  rbi,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Ontario,  1897. 

Provision  shall  be  made  to  have  such  child  sent  to  school,  and  also 
requiring  that,  at  the  expiration  of  the  apprenticeship,  he  or  she  shall 
be  furnished  with  an  outfit  r>f  good  and  comfortable  clothing. 

A Register  shall  Ire  kept  in  the  form  of  Schedule  B to  this  l^y- 
I.aw,  of  all  children  bound  out. 

nuKiAi.  c;round. 

That  a suitable  place  on  some  part  of  the  Industrial  Farm,  lying 
within  the  Township  of  Nichol,  shall  be  selected  for  a Burial  Ground, 
for  the  burial  of  such  of  the  pauper  inmates  as  may  die  in  the  House 
of  Industry  and  Refuge  (and  whose  friends  do  not  claim  their  bodies 
for  interment),  said  Burial  Ground  shall  be  fenced  in  and  properly  laid 
out  in  tiers  or  rows,  and  graves  to  be  plainly  numbered.  A Burial  Re- 
gister shall  be  kept  in  the  form  of  Schedule  C to  this  By-Law. 

officers'  duties.. 

Duties  of  the  Inspector. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector 
to  see  that  the  rules  and  regulations  hereinafter  provided  are  duly  en- 
forced. He  shall  visit  the  House  at  least  four  times  per  month,  hear 
any  complaints  that  may  be  made,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  House  of  Industry  and  Refuge,  at  its  meetings.  He 
shall  also,  under  instructions  from  the  said  Committee  or  the  County 
Council,  authorize  the  Keeper  to  procure  all  necessary  help  and  sup- 
plies for  the  House  and  Farm,  and  certify  all  bills  and  claims  for  the 
same  to  the  Board  of  Audit,  the  aforesaid  Standing  Committee.  The 
Inspector  shall  also,  in  conformity  with  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf  and 
in  books  to  be  provided  at  the  expense  of  this  Corporation,  k;eep  the 
following  Registers  and  accounts,  that  is  to  say  : 
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I.  — A Register  of  the  names  of  all  inmates,  admitted  into  the 
House,  in  the  form  of  Schedule  D to  this  By-Law. 

II.  — An  account  of  the  expenses  of  keeping,  upholding  and  main- 
taining the  House  of  Industry  and  Refuge,  and  Farm,  in  the  form  of 
.Schedule  E to  this  By-Law. 

III.  — A Burial  Register,  Schedule  C. 

IV.  — A Register  of  Children  hound  out  to  service.  Schedule  B. 

V.  — The  Inspector  shall  also,  in  addition  to  the  account  of  ex- 
penses for  House  and  Farm  and  the  earnings  of  the  Farm,  make  a 
yearly  report  to  the  County  Council  for  the  year  ending  with  the  first 
of  December  in  each  and  every  year,^  in  the  form  provided  in  Schedule 
E to  this'  By-Law,  with  a report  upon  any  other  matter  or  thing  that 
he  may  consider  of  sufficient  importance  to  bring  under  the  notice  of 
the  Council. 

VI.  — He  shall  also,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December 
in  each  and  every  year,  check  the  inventory  of  personal 
property  belonging  to  the  Institution,  and  value  the  amount  of  pro- 

1 duce  on  hand. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  KEEPER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Keeper  to  undertake  the  general  super- 
, intendence  of  the  House  of  Industry  and  Refuge,  and  the  Industrial 
' Farm  attached  thereto,  and,  when  not  otherwise  engaged,  shall  devote 
' his  time  in  tilling  and  cultivating  said  Farm,  securing  and  harvesting 
the  crops,  or  at  other  manual  labor,  according  to  the  requirements  of 
the  several  seasons  of  the  year.  And  in  order  to  work  such  Farm,  in  a 
skilful  and  husbandlike  manner,  he  shall  give  his  attention  and  time 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Institution,  and  shall  carry  into  effect  all  rules  and 
regulations  adopted  from  time  to  time  by  the  County  Council,  for  the 
government  and  management  of  said  House.  He  shall  also  provide, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Inspector,  all  the  provisions  required  for 
the  House,  and  shall  see  that  the  provisions  furnished  to  the  inmates 
are  of  good  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity  and  that  no  waste  thereof 
be  permitted.  He  shall  not  permit  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  by 
any  of  the  inmates. 

He  shall  also  purchase  all  raw  material  for  manufacture,  and  suf- 
I 1 ficient  working  tools  for  the“full  employment  of  such  of  the  inmates  as 
j are  able  to  work,  and  direct  and  superintend  their  work  and  labor. 
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He  shall, also  keep  fair  and  regular  accounts  in  writing,  of  all  ma- 
terials, provisions,  fuel,  clothing,  and  other  necessaries  provided  for 
use  of  the  Institution,  and  of  all  expenses  and  charges  attending  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  poor,  and  of  all  moneys  received  by  him 
irom  the  sale  of  the  products  of  their  labor  or  otherwise,  and  shall 
submit  the  said  lists  and  accounts  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  House 
ot  Industry  and  Refuge  at  the  meetings  of  the  said  Committees. 

He  shall  also  keep  a Wearing  Apparel  Book,  and  therein  keep  a 
correct  and  particular  account  of  each  and  every  article  issued  to  the 
inmates,  and  shall  keep  a complete  Inventory  of  all  personal  property 
in  and  about  the  place,  and  assist  the  Inspector  in  checking  the  same 
for  the  purposes  of  the  annual  report ; and  also  assist  in  the  valuing 
of  provisions,  produce,  etc.,  on  hand. 

He  shall. also  keep  a Visitor’s  Book,  in  which  parties  visiting  the 
Institution  shall  enter  their  names,  with  any  remarks  or  comment  they 
may  see  fit  to  make. 

He  shall  also  examine  all  inmates,  on  their  admission  into  the 
House,  note  such  facts  in  regard  to  them  as  are  important  to  be  pre- 
served, shall  cause  them  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  suitably  located, 
having  reference  to  their  age,  sex  and  general  character ; shall  be  es- 
pecially careful  that  the  infirm  inmates  and  children  are  treated  with 
considerable  care  and  kindness,  and  shall  see  that  proper  attention  is 
given  to  the  sick. 

He  shall  also  see  that  every  department,  and  all  furniture  and 
utensils  are  kept  neat,  clean  and  in  order;  and  that  all  provisions,  fuel, 
and  every  other  article  consumed  in  and  about  the  premises  are  used 
with  the  strictest  economy. 

He  and  the  Matron,  or  their  assistants,  detailed  for  the  purpose, 
shall  also  visit  each  and  every  occupied  room  after  the  ringing  of  the 
retiring  bell,  and  see  that  the  inmates  have  all  retired  (excepting  those 
on  duty),  and  shall  see  that  all  the  fires  are  made  secure  and  safe,  and 
that  all  lights  are  extinguished  save  and  excepting  only  where  fire  and 
lights  are  permitted  to  be  kept  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick. 

He  may  also,  for  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  for  disobedience  or 
bad  conduct  by  any  of  the  inmates,  inflict  suitable  punishment  at  his 
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discretion  (but  employ  no  improper  means),  by  confinement  or  otherwise, 
but  in  case  of  solitary  confinement,  not  for  a longer  period  than  twenty- 
four  hours,  unless  bv  the  direction  of  the  Inspector. 

DUTIES  OP'  THE  MATRON. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  take  charge  and  oversight 
of  all  the  indoor  operations.  vShall  see  that  all  the  female  inmates  are 
provided  for  according  to  their  respective  wants;  that  cleanliness,  both 
in  their  persons  and  apartments,  and  that  good  order  and  decorum  be 
observed  at  all  times. 

vShe  shall  be  careful  of  all  the  goods,  property  and  furniture  com- 
mitted to  her  charge,  that  the  same  be  not  lost  or  embezzled.  She 
shall  direct  the  detailing  of  the  women  under  her  charge  to  such 
Inanches  of  labor  as  in  her  judgment  they  are  best  fitted  to  perform. 

She  shall,  at  proper  and  stated  times,  have  all  the  clothing  of  the 

inmates  and  the  bed  clothes  changed  and  replaced  with  clean  apparel, 
and  shall  be  vigilant  over  every  part  of  the  House  in  regard  to  cleanli- 
ness ; and  shall  see  that  the  female  inmates  observe  all  the  rules  that 
may  be  prescribed  for  ablution. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  PHYSICIAN. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Physician  to  undertake  the  Sanitary 
supervision  of  the  said  Houses,  and  to  attend  all  cases  of  sickness  that 
may  occur. 

He  shall  also,  in  a book  to  be  furnished  to  him  for  that  purpose^ 
note  all  cases  treated  by  him,  and  in  case  of  deaths,  to  certify  therein 
the  cause,  and  shall  report  in  such  book  all  the  births  in  said  Houses. 

He  shall  also,  when  called  upon  by  the  Keeper,  examine  any  of  the 
inmates  feigning'  illness  or  otherwise,  as  to  their  ability  to  work.  He 
shall  visit  the  Houses  at  least  once  a week. 

RULES  FOR  THE  INMATES. 

1 

At  the  ringing  of  the  morning  bell  every  inmate  in  the  House  (the 
sick  and  those  in  confinement  excepted),  must  rise,  dress,  wash,  and 
be  in  readiness  to  proceed  to  work. 
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II. 

The  bell  will  ring-  ten  minutes  before  each  meal,  when  all  will  leave 
their  work,  and  be  in  readiness  with  clean  hands  and  faces  for  the 
ringing-  of  the  second  bell,  when  they  will  repair  to  the  Dining  Rooms, 
and  take  such  seats  at  the  table  as  are  assigned  to  them  by  those  in 
charge,  where  they  must  observe  silence,  decency  and  good  order. 


III. 


At  the  ringing  of  the  slow  bell  after  meals  every  inmate  shall  re- 
pair to  work. 


IV. 


No  inmates  shall  loiter  about  the  kitchen,  nor  shall  any  provisions 
or  food  (excepting  at  regular  meals),  be  carried  to  any  part  of  the 
House  without  the  consent  of  the  keeper ; nor  shall  any  cooking  be 
done  except  in  the  kitchen. 


V. 

At  nine  o’clock  in  the  evening,  at  the  ringing  of  the  retiring  bell, 
the  inmates  must  secure  the  fires,  put  out  the  lights,  and  retire  to  bed 
in  their  respective  apartments. 

VI. 


No  inmates  shall  be  allowed  to  trade  or  exchange  clothing,  or  any 
other  thing  with  any  person  whomsoever,  or  beg  of  those  who  visit 
there;  nor  shall  they  receive  any  money  or  other  article  from  any  one 
without  the  consent  of  the  Keeper. 


VII. 

All  inmates  shall  diligently  and  faithfully  perform  the  duty  or  task 
allotted  to  them  by  the  Keeper,  unless  otherwise  excused. 

VIII. 

Any  inmate  guilty  of  drunkenness,  disobedience,  immorality,  ob- 
scenity, disorderly  conduct,  profane  or  indecorous  language,  theft, 
waste,  or  who  shall  absent  himself  or  herself  from  the  premises,  with- 
out permission  of  the  Keeper,  or  who  shall  be  guilty  of  injuring  or 
defacing  any  part  of  the  House  or  furniture  therein ; or  who  shall  com- 
mit waste  of  any  kind,  shall  be  punished  as  the  case  may  seem  to  de- 
mand. 
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rx. 

In  all  cases  of  solitary  confinement  the  prisoners  shall  be  debarred 
from  seeing^  or  conversing  with  any  person  except  the  Inspector,  the 
Keeper,  or  the  person  employed  to  supply  their  wants,  and  the  food 
of  such  prisoners  shall  consist  solely  of  bread  and  water,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Inspector  or  Physician. 

X. 

Any  inmate  who  shall  have  communication  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly with  any  one  thus  confined,  without  permission,  shall  be  subject 
to  punishment  by  a like  confinement. 

XL 

No  person  shall  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Industrial  Farm,  un- 
less by  the  permission  of  the  Keeper,  nor  remain  out  beyond  the  time 
specified  by  the  Keeper. 

XII.  ...... 

The  Sabbath  Day  shall  be  strictly  observed,  and  no  irreligious  di- 
version or  unnecessary  labor  be  indulged  in. 

At  the  ringing  of  the  bell  for  the  purpose  of  assembling  for  reli- 
gious instruction  and  worship,  every  inmate  (unless  excused  by  the 
Keeper),  shall  appear  dressed  in  clean  apparel  in  the  instructing  room, 
and  shall  behave  with  decency  and  sobriety.  No  noise  or  disturbance 
shall  be  made  in  any  part  of  the  House  during  such  exercises. 

XIII. 

All  inmates  wilfully  absenting  themselves  from  the  place  of  meet- 
ing or  violating  the  Sabbath  Day,  shall  be  subject  to  prompt  and 
severe  punishment. 

XIV. 

Every  person,  previous  to  admission  as  an  inmate  of  the  House, 
shall  be  subjected  to  examination  and  search  by  the  Keeper,  or  one  of 
his  assistants. 

XV.  

No  visitor  shall  have  admission  to  the  House  on  the  Sabbath  with- 
out a written  permission  of  the  Inspector,  or  by  the  consent  of  the 
Keeper  upon  good  cause  shown. 
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XVI. 

All  persons  aggrieved  may  prefer  their  complaints  to  the  Inspector 
when  he  is  visiting  the  House,  or  to  a member  of  the  County  Council. 

OFFENCES  AGAINST  THIS  BY-LAW. 

That  any  inmate  who  shall  commit  any  infringement  or  breach  of 
any  one  of  the  provisions,  requirements,  enactments,  sections  or  clauses 
of  this  By-Law,  or  any  offence  against  this  By-Law,  or  any  such  in- 
mate neglecting  or  refusing  to  obey  and  perform  any  of  the  reasonable 
orders  of  the  Inspector,  Keeper,  or  Physician,  given  in  the  execution 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  aforesaid,  he,  she  or  they,  shall 
be  liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs,  and 
not  less  than  fifty  cents,  exclusive  of  costs,  and  in  case  ©f  non-payment 
of  such(  'fine,  to  be  inflicted  for  any  such  breach  or  offense,  and  there 
being  no  distress  found  out  of  which  such  fine  can  be  levied,  such  per- 
son or  persons  so  offending  as  aforesaid  against  this  By-Law,  shall  be 
imprisoned  with  or  without  hard  labor,  in  the  gaol  of  the  County  of 
Wellington,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  twenty  days;  and  upon  an 
information  laid  or  complaint  made  before  any  one  or  more  of  His 
Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  County  of  Wellington,  that  any 
inmate  has  committed,  or  is  suspected  to  have  committed  any  such 
breach  of  this  By-Law,  such  Justice  or  Justices  may  proceed  thereupon, 
and  hear  and  determine  the  matter  of  such  information  or  complaint 
summarily  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  by  the  Statutes  in  that 
behalf,  and  such  inmate  so  offending  against  this  By-Law,  upon  convic- 
tion before  such  Justice  or  Justices,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  such  fines  as 
may  to  him  or  them  seem  meet,  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  exclusive  of 
costs,  and  not  less  than  fifty  cents,  exclusive  of  costs,  as  aforesaid 
(together  with  costs,  if  ordered),  such  fine  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  said  County,  and  to  form  part  of  the  funds  of  the  said  Corporation

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be  levied,  then  such  Justice  or  Justices  may  adjudg'e  the  offender  to 
be  imprisoned  in  the  g-aol  of  the  said  County,  there  to  be  kept  with  or 
without  hard  labor  for  any  space  not  exceeding  twenty  days,  unless 
such  fine  and  costs,  and  charges  thereupon  shall  be  sooner  paid.

7.  That  James  Lindsay,  M.D.,  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  Jail 
Surgeon. 

8.  That  he  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
as  remuneration  for  his  services  as  such  Surgeon. 

9.  That  John  H.  Scott,  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  Caretaker  of 
the  Court  House  and  County  Office. 

10.  That  he  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum 
as  remuneration  for  his  services  as  such  caretaker. 

11.  That  James  J.  Craig,  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  Public 
School  Inspector  for  the  First  Division  of  the  County  of  Wellington. 

12.  That  David  P.  Clapp,  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  Public 
School  Inspector  for  the  Second  Division  of  the  County  of  Welling- 
ton. 

13.  That  each  of  said  Inspectors  shall  be  paid,  as  remuneration 
for  his  services,  at  the  rate  of  $1,250  per  annum,  including  the  Govern- 
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ment  grant,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
supplement  the  said  Government  grant,  to  each  Inspector  by  such  sum 
as  will  amount  to  the  said  salary,  such  salary  to  include  mileage  and 
travelling  expenses,  and  remuneration  for  all  duties  in  connection  with 
the  said  office. 

14.  There  shall  be  paid  to  David  Clapp  and  J.  J.  Craig,  Public 
School  Inspectors  of  this  county,  a fixed  sum  at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  year  for  each,  to  cover  all  expenses  in  connection  with 
their  offices,  such  as  postage,  office  stationery,  telegrams,  telephoning, 
express  charges  and  the  like.

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BY-LAW  Mo.  635. 

Passed  December  9,  1904. 

A By-law  to  provide  for  continuing  in  force  the  award  made 
in  reference  to  the  settlement  of  accounts  between 
the  City  of  Guelph  and  the  County  of  Wellington. 

WHEREAS,  upon  the  separation  of  the  said  City  of  Guelph  from  the 
County  of  Wellington,  an  arbitration  was  agreed  upon  with  reference 
to  the  settlement  of  accounts  between  the  City  and  the  County,  and  to 
provide  for  the  proportion  of  certain  future  expenses  to  be  borne  re- 
spectively by  the  City  and  County,  and  thereupon  such  proceedings 
were  had  that  John  Mair,  George  Elliott  and  William  Stevens  Senkler 
were  appointed  arbitrators  for  such  purpose,  and  they  accordingly  made 
their  award,  dated  the  7th  day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-nine,  providing,  among  other  things,  for  the  respective  pro- 
portions of  such  of  the  future  expenses  for  the  term  of  five  years  from 
the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine. 

AND  WHEREAS,  by  various  subsequent  agreements  between  the 
Council  of  the  County  of  Wellington  and  the  Council  of  the  City  of 
Guelph,  the  terms  of  said  award  have  been  from  time  to  time  accepted  by 
and  made  binding  upon  the  said  respective  Councils,  up  to  a term  which 
expired  on  the  30th  day  of  June  last; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  last  of  the  terms  of  five  years  being  about  to 
expire,  a committee  was  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  said  City  of 
Guelph,  to  meet  a committee  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  said  Coun- 
ty, to  consider  v/hat  should  be  done  in  the  premises ; 

y\ND  WHEREAS  such  committees  met  and  duly  considered  the  said 
award,  and  the  circumstances  of  the  said  municipalities  bearing  upon 
the  same,  and  thereupon  agreed  that  the  terms  of  the  award  regulating 
arrangements  between  the  County  and  the  City  should  be  continued 
for  another  or  sixth  term  of  five  years,  and  the  said  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council  of  the  said  County  have  so  assented  ; 

AND  WHEREAS,  in  the  opinion  of  the  County  Council,  it  is  expe- 
dient that  such  agreement  be  given  effect  to ; 
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Therefore,  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  Wel- 
ling-ton,  acting-  under  the  authority  of  the  Municipal  Act,  and  by  virtue 
of  all  other  powers  in  them  vested,  do  hereby  enact : 

That  the  terms  of  the  said  award  so  made  as  aforesaid,  having 
reference  to  the  respective  proportions  of  certain  future  expenses 
therein  referred  to  as  to  be  paid  by  the  said  respective  municipalities, 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  accepted  and  made  binding  upon  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  County  of  Wellington,  and  declared  to  be  the  rule  for 
regulating  the  said  matters,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  applicable,  for 
a further  term  of  five  years  from  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  four,  provided  that  the  Council  of  the  said  City,  by 
By-Law,  accept  and  make  the  same  binding  upon  the  Corporation 
thereof  for  a like  term.

BY-LAW  No.  636. 

Passed  December  9,  1904. 

A By-law  respecting  the  duties  of  the  various  Officers  ap- 
pointed by  the  County  Council. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  By-Laws 
defining  the  duties  of  the  various  officials  appointed  by  the  County 
Council ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
County  of  Wellington,  as  follows  : 

I.  That  the  County  Treasurer,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  shall  give  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  and  acceptable  to 
the  Warden,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  County  So- 
licitor, to  the  amount  of  not  less  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  for  the 
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due  and  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such  Treasurer;  such 
security  to  consist  of  a bond  from  some  responsible  guarantee  com- 
pany to  the  said  amount,  and  the  sufficiency  of  such  security  shall  be 
examined  and  reported  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee  at  the  January 
Session  of  the  Council  in  each  and  every  year. 

2.  That  the  County  of  Wellington  shall  pay  the  premiums  on 
the  above  mentioned  bond  for  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  as  the  same 
mature  from  time  to  time. 

3.  He  shall  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  County,  in  whatever  bank 
the  account  of  the  County  may  from  time  to  time  be  kept,  all  sums  of 
money  received  by  him,  from  whatever  source,  forthwith  after  the 
receipt  of  same  by  him.  He  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Warden, 
at  the  end  of  each  month  a concise  statement  of  the  expenditure  during 
the  month  then  ended,  and  a statement  of  the  balance  standing  to  the 
credit  of  the  County  in  the  bank  at  the  end  of  each  month,  and  shall, 
at  the  same  time,  furnish  to  the  Warden,  a concise  statement  of  the 
probable  expenditure  for  the  month  next  ensuing,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Warden  from  time  to  time  to  verify  such  statements  of 
expenditure  and  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  County  at  the  end  of  each 
month,  and  also  to  examine  the  estimate  of  the  probable  expenditure 
for  the  ensuing  month,  and  upon  being  satisfied  as  to  the  amount  re- 
quired for  the  next  ensuing  month,  according  to  the  said  statement,  to 
issue  an  order  authorizing  the  said  bank  in  which  the  account  of  the 
county  may  from  time  to  time  be  kept  to  pay,  on  the  Treasurer’s  check, 
a sum  sufficient  to  cover  such  expenditure  of  the  County  during  such 
ensuing  month ; but  no  money,  account,  or  part  of  an  account,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  unless  the  same  be  authorized  by  Statute,  By-Law, 
report  of  Committee,  resolution  of  Council,  or  by  order  of  the  Warden. 

4.  That  the  moneys  of  the  County  standing  to  the  credit  of  the 
County  in  such  bank,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  payable  on  the  cheque  of  the 
Treasurer,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Warden,  as  aforesaid. 

5.  He  shall  attend  in  his  office,  in  the  Court  House,  every  lawful" 
day  customary  holidays  excepted,  between  the  hours  of  ten  o’clock 
a.m.  and  four  o’clock  p.m.,  and  between  the  hours  of  nine  o’clock  a.m., 
and  3ix  o’clock  p.m,,  during  the  sessions  of  the  County  Councik 
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6.  He  shall  also  at  all  times,  well,  faithfully  and  punctually  per- 
form all  other  acts  and  duties  imposed  upon  him,  or  which  may  be  im- 
posed upon  him,  by  any  Act  of  the  Leg-islature,  or  by  any  By-Law  or 
resolution  of  the  Council,  passed,  or  to  be  hereafter  passed,  and  con- 
form to  all  directions  of  the  Council,  and  also  furnish  any  statements 
or  information  which  the  Warden,  the  Council,  or  any  Committee 
thereof,  may  at  any  time  require  of  him.' 

7.  The  Clerk  of  the  Council  shall,  in  addition  to  all  the  duties 
now  or  hereafter  prescribed  by  Statute, By-Law  or  resolution  of  Coun- 
cil, attend  all  meeting's  of  Council  and  record  the  minutes,  orders  and 
reports  of  such  meetings,  in  the  books  provided  for  that  purpose. 
Should  the  clerk  reside  outside  the  limits  of  the  County  Town,  he  shall 
attend  at  the  Treasurer’s  office,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month, 
and  shall  maintain  a public  office  at  his  place  of  residence  for  the 
transaction  of  County  business. 

8.  The  County  Solicitor  shall  advise  the  Warden,  the  Council 
while  in  session,  and  the  County  officials,  in  all  legal  matters.  He 
shall  draft  all  By-Liws,  contracts  and  agreements  the  Warden  or 
Council  may  require  in  connection  with  County  business,  and  gener- 
ally transact  all  legal  business  of  or  in  connection  with  the  County 
Council. 

9.  The  Gaol  Surgeon^  shall  visit  the  County  Gaol,  not  less  than 
once  in  each  week,  and  inform  himself  as  to  the  state  of  health  of  the 
prisoners,  and  shall  also  visit  the  Gaol  whenever  he  may  be  called  upon 
by  the  Gaolei/  to  do  so.  He  shall  record,  in  a book  to  be  kept  in  the 
Gaol  Office  for  that  purpose,  the  dates  of  all  such  visits,  and  the  state 
of  the  health  of  the  prisoners  at  the  time  of  such  visit.  He  shall  fur- 
nish all  medicines  that  may  be  required  by  the  prisoners,  and  he  shall 
make  a report  upon  the  state  of  such  Gaol,  at  least  twice  in  every  year, 
which  report  shall  be  left  with  the  Clerk  of  this  Council  on  or  before 
the  first  days  of  June  and  December  in  each  year. 

10.  The  Court  House  Keeper  shall  clean,  light,  and  keep  properly 
heated,  swept  and  dusted,  the  Court  House  and  all  County  offices  in 
the  County  Town,  including  the  Registry  office,  the  offices  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Peace,  Surrogate  Clerk,  Local  Master  of  Supreme  Court,  and 
County  Solicitor,  and  all  furnishings  of  the  said  buildings  and  offices 
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daily,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted.  He  shall  maintain  fires  in  and 
for  the  said  County  buildings  and  offices  when  necessary.  He  shall 
also  carry  a sufficient  quantity  of  fuel  to  furnaces  and  fireplaces  of  the 
said  buildings  and  offices  and  remove  all  ashes  and  refuse  therefrom. 

He  shall  see  that  the  ink  bottles  in  use  in  the  Court  House  and 
other  public  offices  are  kept  clean  and  suplied  with  fresh  ink.  He  shall 
cut  the  grass,  and  cut  and  remove  weeds,  remove  dirt  and  rubbish  in 
front  of  and  around  the  said  buildings,  and  clean  the  sidewalks  of  snow 
and  ice  in  front  of  said  buildings  and  offices  when  necessary.  He  shall 
thoroughly  cleanse,  twice  a year,  the  said  Court  House  and  other  build- 
ings and  furnishings.  He  shall  wait  upon  the  County  Council  and  act 
as  messenger  thereof,  during  the  sittings  thereof.  He  shall  also  at- 
tend in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  Court  House  daily,  Sundays  and  holi- 
days excepted,  from  ten  o’clock  to  twelve  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  and 
from  two  to  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  He  shall  perform  such 
other  duties,  similar  to  the  duties  herein  specially  mentioned  as  may  be 
necessary  to  keep  the  said  buildings  and  premises  and  surroundings  and 
the  furnishings  in  a clean,  neat  and  sufficient  condition,  or  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  required  of  him  by  this  Council,  or  by  the  Warden 
or  chairman  of  the  County  Property  Committee. 

11.  Public  School  Inspectors  and  examiners  of  Public  Schools  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council,  shall  perform  all  duties  imposed  upon  them  di- 
rectly by  Statute. 

12.  The  Inspector,  Keeper,  Matron  and  Physician  of  the  House  of 
Industry  and  Refuge  shall,  respectively,  discharge  all  the  duties  impos- 
ed upon  them  by  By-Law. 

This  By-Law  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  passing  thereof.,

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BY-LAW  No.  637, 

Passed  December  lo,  1904. 

A By-law  for  lyicensing:,  Regulating  and  Governing  Auctio- 
neers, Hawkers  and  Peddlers. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  present 
By-Laws  of  the  said  Corporation  providing-  for  the  licensing,  regulating 
and  governing  of  Auctioneers  and  other  persons  selling  or  putting  up 
for  sale  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  effects  by  public  auction  and  also 
hawkers,  peddlers  and  petty  chapmen. 

Therefore,  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  County  of  Welling- 
ton enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  No  person  shall  act  as  auctioneer  of,  or  sell  or  put  up  for  sale, 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  effects  by  public  auction,  within  the 
County  of  Wellington,  without  a license,  to  be  obtained  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

2.  No  person  shall,  within  the  County  of  Wellington,  act  as  a 
hawker,  peddler  or  petty  chapman,  or  carry  on  petty  trades,  going 
from  place  to  place  or  to  other  men’s  houses,  on  foot,  with  or  carrying 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  for  sale,  without  a license,  to  be  obtain- 
ed as  hereinafter  mentioned : provided  always  that  no  such  license 
shall  be  required  for  hawking  peddling  or  selling  from  any  vehicle  or 
other  conveyance,  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  to  any  retail 
dealer,  or  for  hawking  or  peddling  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  this  Province,  not  being  liquors, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  relating  to  taverns  or  tavern  licenses, 
if  the  same  are  being  hawked  or  peddled  by  the  manufacturer  or  pro- 
ducer of  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  by  his  hona  fide 
servants  or  employees,  having  written  authority  in  that  behalf,  and  any 
such  servant  or  employee,  shall  produce  and  exhibit  his  written  author- 
ity when  required  so  to  do  by  any  municipal  Police  Officer;  and  also 
provided  that  no  such  license  shall  be  required  for  hawking,  peddling  or 
selling  by  any  person  whomsoever,  any  fruit  or  vegetables,  the  growth 
or  produce  of  this  Province,  and  notwithstanding  that  such  fruit  or 
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vegetables  is  being  hawked  or  peddled  by  any  person  who  is  not  the 
grower  or  producer  thereof,  or  his  servant  or  employee,  and  also  pro- 
vided that  nothing-  herein  contained  shall  effect  the  powers  of  any 
Council  to  pass  By-Laws  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  579  to  582, 
and  Clause  30  of  Section  538  of  the  Municipal  Act. 

(a)  The  word  “hawkers”  in  this  Section  of  this  By-Law  shall  in- 
clude all  persons  who,  being  agents  for  persons  not  resident  within 
the  County,  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  tea,  dry  goods,  watches,  plated  ware, 
silverware,  furniture,  and  expose  upholstery,  carpets,  millinery  or  jew- 
ellery, or  carry  and  expose  samples  or  patterns  of  any  such  goods,  to 
be  afterwards  delivered  within  the  County,  to  any  person  not  being  a 
wholesale  or  retail  dealer  in  such  goods,  wares*  or  merchandise. 

(b)  And  also  provided  that  nothing  in  this  By-Law  contained,  shall 
apply  or  be  in  force  in  any  town  in  the  County  not  separated  from  the 
County  for  municipal  purposes,  while  a By-Law  of  such  town  to  carry 
into  effect  the  purposes  and  objects  of  sub-section  14  of  said  Section 
583  of  the  Municipal  Act  remains  in  force. 

3.  Every  person  who  acts  as  Auctioneer  of  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandise or  effects  as  a hawker,  peddler,  or  petty  chapman,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Second  Section  hereof,  within  the  said  County,  and  re- 
quiring a license  hereunder,  shall  exhibit  on  reasonable  demand  by 
any  municipal  or  Police  Officer,  or  by  any  resident  of  this  County,  a 
license  in  force  under  this  By-Law,  and  in  default  thereof  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  penalties  hereinafter  mentioned. 

4.  The  Treasurer  of  the  County  is  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  issue  a license  to  any  person  applying  therefor,  to  license  such  per- 
sons to  act  as  an  auctioneer  of  goods,  or  as  a hawker,  peddler,  or  petty 
chapman,  within  the  County  of  Wellington  upon  payment  of  the  sums 
following,  respectively  : 

(a)  For  a license  for  auctioneer  of  goods  for  the  County,  the  sum 
of  $20. 

(b)  For  a license  for  auctioneer  of  goods  within  any  one  local 
municipality  of  the  County,  the  sum  of  $10.00  for  such  local  license. 

(c)  For  license  for  hawkers,  peddlers  or  petty  chapmen,  called 
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“peddlers’  ” licenses,  as  follows:  For  such  a license  for  a person  tra- 
velling on  foot  or  using  a push-cart,  the  sum  of  $50.00. 

(d)  For  peddler’s  license  for  a person  travelling  on  foot,  and 
carrying  a basket,  the  sum  of  $20.00. 

(e)  For  a peddler’s  license  for  a person  using  a two-horse 
wagon  or  vehicle,  the  sum  of  $200.00. 

(f)  For  a peddler’s  license  for  a person  using  a one-horse  wagon 
or  vehicle,  the  sum  of  $100.00. 

(g)  For  a peddler’s  license  for  a person  travelling  on  foot  and  car- 
rying  a trunk,  valise,  box,  pack,  or  bundle,  not  contained  in  a basket, 
the  sum  of  $50.00. 

5.  No  peddler’s  license  shall  be  issued  in  and  for  any  local  muni- 
cipality in  the  County. 

6.  All  licenses  under  this  By-Law  shall  be  in  force  for  the  period 
of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  issue  thereof. 

7.  The  said  licenses  shall  be  under  the  Corporation  Seal  of  the 
County,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  County  Treasurer. 

8.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  for  his  own  use 
the  sum  of  $1.00  out  of  the  fee  received  for  every  license  sold  hereunder, 
such  fees  so  to  be  retained  are  to  be  by  way  of  remuneration  to  the 
Treasurer  for  his  services  in  respect  of  such  license. 

9.  The  County  Treasurer  shall,  at  each  session  of  the  County 
Council,  furnish  the  Council  with  the  names,  residences,  and  post  of- 
fice addresses  of  all  licensees  to  whom  licenses  shall  be  issued  under 
this  By-Law. 

10.  Every  person  committing  a breach  of  the  first,  second  or 
third  sections  of  this  By-Law  shall,  on  conviction  before  any  Justice  or 
Justices  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises,  incur  and 
pay  a penalty  of  not  less  than  Five  dollars,  nor  more  than  Fifty  dollars, 
exclusive  of  costs,  to  be  levied  and  collected  by  distress  and  sale  of 
goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender,  and  in  case  of  non-payment  of  the 
fine,  and  there  being  no  distress  found  out  of  which  such  fine  can  be 
levied,  the  offender  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  County  Jail  of  the  County 
of  Wellington,  with  or  without  hard  labor,  for  a period  of  not  less  than 
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ten  days,  nor  more  than  twenty-one  days,  as  the  Justice  or  Justices  may 
adjudge. 

11.  One-half  of  every  penalty  or  fine  collected  under  this  By-Law 
shall  go  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  to  the  County  Treasurer, 
for  the  use  of  the  County. 

12.  Nothing  in  this  By-Law  contained  shall  apply  to  the  vendors 
Or  agents  for  sale  of  Bibles,  newspapers,  tracts  or  periodicals. 

No  license  hereunder  shall  be  necessary  for  the  sale  by  hawkers, 
peddlers  or  petty  chapmen  of  coal  oil  or  fresh  fish. 

13.  All  previous  By-Laws  of  this  Corporation  for  licensing,  regu- 
lating, and  governing  auctioners,  hawkers  and  peddlers,  and  all  By- 
Laws  amending  any  such  By-Law,  which  are  inconsistent  herewith, 
are  hereby  repealed,  saving  that  any  license  issued  thereunder  shall  be 
valid  until  the  expiry  thereof. 

This  By-Law  shall  take  effect  upon,  from  and  after  the  passing 
thereof.

Re  Obstructions  and  Encumbrances  on  County  Roads. 

Guelph,  nth  December,  1869. 
To  John  Mair,  Esq.,  Warden,  County  Wellington: 

Dear  Sir, — I am  of  opinion  that  the  best  mode  of  compelling 
parties  to  remove  fences  from  the  County  Gravel  Roads  is,  after  notice 
to  remove  the  obstruction,  to  order  the  County  Officials  to  institute 
proceedings  against  them  as  for  a nuisance. 

As  to  the  laying  of  timber,  wood,  etc.,  upon  the  roads,  the  6th 
sub-Section  of  Section  104  of  the  Joint  Stock  Companies’  Act  provides 
a remedy  by  summary  proceedings  before  a Justice  of  the  Peace.  By 
the  12 1 St  Section  of  this  Act,  the  104th  Section  is,  amongst  others,  de- 
clared to  extend  to,  and  regulate  all  roads  constructed  by,  or  belonging 
to  the  Municipality  of  any  County,  &c. 

As  to  such  encumberances,  therefore,  I recommend  summary  pro- 
ceedings under  this  Act

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In  Reference  to  Powers  of  County  Corporations  to  Hold 
I^ands  for  Agricultural  ^Exhibitions. 

Guelph,  6th  June,  1871. 

To  John  Mair,  Esq.,  Warden  County  of  Wellington: 

Dear  ^ir,- — Having  considered  the  proposal  contained  in  the  re- 
port presented  at  the  January  Session  of  the  County  Council  by  the 
Special  Committee  on  a Central  Exhibition,  I came  to  the  conclusions  on 
the  legal  questions  involved.  Which  I now  state  : 

I St. — The  County  Council  does  not  seem  to  possess  the  power  to 
purchase  and  hold  lands  ^or  exhibition  purposes.  Such  power  has  been 
expressly  conferred  on  Cities  and  Towns. 

Second.- — The  County  Council  would  therefore  not  have  the  power 
to  purchase  iand  lease  to  the  Town  as  proposed  in  the  report. 

Third. — The  County  Council  has,  however,  power  to  assist  by 
grants  of  land  or  money  any  duly  organized  Agricultural  or  Horticul- 
tural Society  within  the  Municipality. 

Fourth. — Any  aid  from  the  County  towards  a Central  Exhibition 
will,  therefore,  have  to  be  given  through  such  an  Agricultural  or  Horti- 
cultural Society.

As  to  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Council  in  Reference 
to  Roads  Assumed  by  By-Eaw. 

To  John  Mair,  Esq.,  Warden  of  the  County  of  Wellington: 

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  whether  the  County  can  pass  a 
By-Law  to  restore  the  County  Roads  to  the  several  local  Municipalities, 
' and  cast  on  them  the  burden  of  maintaining  them. 

As  I understand  it,  there  are  two  classes  of  Coumy  Roads  : 

First. — Those  which  the  County  Council  have  from  time  to  time 
assumed  by  By-Law  and  subsequently  gravelled. 
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Second — Those  which  have  been  acquired  by  purchase  from  Joint 
Stock  Companies  or  local  Municipalities. 

As  to  the  first  class — those  which  the  County  Council  have  by  By- 
Law  assumed — I am  of  opinion  that  the  County  Council  may  pass  a 
By-Law  or  By-Laws  repealing-  the  By-Law  or  By-Laws  which  assumed 
the  Roads,  and  thereafter  the  County  Council  would  cease  to  have  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction  over  such  Roads,  and  they  would  stand  in  the  same 
position  as  before  the  County  assumed  them.  But  this  would  seem 
only  to  apply  to  roads  lying-  within  Townships,  and  not  to  Roads  form- 
ing boundaries  between  Townships.  As  to  Township  boundary  lines, 
the  County  Council  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  them  without  a By- 
Law  to  assume  them,  and  as  to  these  there  is  no  provision  for  casting 
off  this  jurisdiction,  although  the  subsection  to  Section  341  of  Municipal 
Act,  1866,  seem  to  render  it  doubtful  whether  the  duty  of  maintaining 
such  Roads,  unless  assumed  by  By-Law,  does  not  belong  to  the  Town- 
ship Councils. 

As  to  the  second  class  of  Roads,  namely,  those  purchased  from  Joint 
Stock  Companies,  &c. , I do  not  see  any  provision  in  the  Statutes  en- 
abling the  County  to  part  with  these  Roads,  except  by  sale.  I have, 
however,  not  had  time  to  give  this  part  of  the  matter  as  ample  consid- 
eration as  I should  wish,  and  will,  if  the  Council  so  desire,  give  it  full 
consideration  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.

On  Sundry  Matters. 

John  Mair,  Esq.,  Warden  County  of  Wellington. 

Dear  Sir, — Upon  the  various  questions  submitted  to  me,  I beg  to 
express  my  opinion  as  follows  : 
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First. — It  is  desired  to  rebuild  the  bridge  on  the  Owen  Sound 
Road  at  Arthur,  and  the  owner  of  the  mill  or  pond  refuses  to  let  the 

water  out  of  the  pond  to  enable  the  work  to  be  done,  unless  compensa- 

tion is  made  to  him.  I presume  the  Road  was  laid  out  before  the  mill 
lot  was  granted  by  the  Crown,  or  that  if  after  the  grant  of  the  lot 

did  not  give  a right  to  floo  dwhat  was  laid  out  as  an  allowance  for, 

Road.  I am  inclined  to  think  that  the  owner  of  the  mill  has  miscon- 
ceived his  position,  and  that  the  public  might  insist  that  he  shall  not 
flood  the  allowance  for  Road,  but  shall  permit  the  stream  where  it 
crosses  the  Road  to  flow  in  its  natural  course.  From  what  I now  know 
of  the  facts,  my  impression  is  that  he  has  rendered  himself  liable  to  be 
proceeded  against  and  indicted  for  having  committed  a nuisance  in 
maintaining  the  dam  and  flooding  the  allowance  for  Road.  I recom- 
mend the  Council  to  pass  a By-Law  to  do  the  work  contemplated,  em- 
powering the  Commissioners  to  enter  upon  any  lands  necessary,  and 
to  take  such  steps  as  they  may  think  best,  and  may  be  advised,  to 
have  the  alleged  nuisance  abated,  and  have  the  work  done. 

Second. — As  to  the  legality  of  the  County  issuing  debentures  for 
local  grants  for  the  improvement  of  Township  Roads,  I am  of  opinion 
that  in  cases  where  grants  to  aid  Townships  in  making  or  opening 
Roads  may  be  made,  the  County  may  raise  the  necessary  funds  to  ren- 
der such  aid  by  issuing  debentures.  The  authority  to  grant  aid  is  con- 
tained in  Sub-Section  8 of  Section  344,  Municipal  Institutions  Act,  and 
the  aid  is  authorized  towards  opening  or  making  any  new  Bridge  or 
Road  in  cases  where  the  Council  deems  the  County  at  large  sufficiently 
interested  in  the  work  to  justify  such  assistance,  but  not  sufficiently 
interested  to  justify  the  Council  in  at  once  assuming  the  same 
as  a County  work.  I do  not  think  the  County  has  the  power  either  to 
grant  or  to  borrow  money  for  the  mere  repair  of  Township  Roads 
already  completed,  made  and  opened.  A By-Law  to  grant  aid  to  a 
Township  for  its  Roads  generally,  and  without  defining  the  particular 
Roads,  has  been  held  to  be  bad. 

Third. — An  obstruction  has  occurred  on  the  Conestoga  River,  near 
a County  Bridge  by  the  accumulation  of  drift  wood,  fallen  timber,  etc. 
It  endangers  the  safety  of  the  bridge,  and  the  question  is,  can  the 
Township  Council,  or  the  owner  of  the  land  adjoining  the  obstruction. 
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be  compelled  to  remove  the  obstruction,  or  must  the  County  be  at  the 
expense?  In  answer  to  this  question,  I am  of  opinion  that  neither  the 
Township  Council  (except  in  the  case  as  hereinafter  mentioned)  nor  the 
owner  of  the  land  can  be  compelled  to  clear  away  the  obstruction,  and 
the- County  will  have  to  be  at  the  expense  of  it.  Section  280  of  the 
Municipal  Act  empowers  Township  Councils  to  make  By-Laws  for  pre- 
venting such  obstructions,  and  for  clearing  the  same  away  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  offenders  or  otherwise,  and  for  imposing  penalties  on  par- 
ties causing  such  obstruction,  &c.  But  it  does  not  appear  to  be  com- 
pulsory on  a Township  Council  to  pass  such  a By-Law,  except  in  the 
particular  case  provided  for  by  Section  29,  Chap.  30,  of  31  Vic.,  (On- 
tario), which  is  as  follows  : “Wherever  a stream  or  creek  runs  through 
“two  or  more  Townships,  and  the  said  stream  or  creek  may  have  been 
“cleared  of  all  obstructions  im  one  or  more  of  said  Townships,  it  shall 
“be  the  duty  of  the  Council  of  the  adjoining  Townships  to  pass  a By- 
“Law  for  clearing  or  removing  any  obstruction  in  said  creek  or  stream 
“within  its  limits,  and  to  take  such  proceedings  as  are  mentioned  in 
“the  foregoing  Section;  provided  always,  that  such  By-Law  shall  be 
“passed  and  enforced  on  the  petition  of  any  twelve  freeholders  in  any 
“Municipality  in  which  any  creek  or  stream  has  been  cleared.”  Sec. 
iq  of  Cap.  30  of  34  Vic.  (Ontario),  makes  further  provisions  to  the 
same  end.

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  the  question  submitted  for  my  opinion  as 
to  whether  the  County  is  bound  to  make  and  keep  bridges  on  County 
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boundary  lines,  also  on  Township  boundary  lines  within  the  County, 
I beg  to  say  that  according  to  the  copy  of  the  new  Municipal  Act,  which 
I have  consulted,  there  appears  to  have  been  a change  made  in  the  law 
applicable  to  the  question,  and  now  it  is  not  only  the  duty  of  County 
Councils,  as  formerly,  to  erect  and  maintain  bridges  over  Rivers 
which  /orm  boundary  lines  between  two  Municipalities,  but  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  County  Council  to  erect  and  maintain  bridges  over 
rivers  which  cross  boundary  lines  between  two  Municipalities  within  the 
County.  (See  Section  413,  new  Act.) 

This  appears  to  clash  somewhat  with  Sec.  416  of  new  Act,  but  I 
do  not  think  that  Section  relieves  the  County  from  the  positive  duty  im- 
posed on  it  by  Section  413.

Dear  Sir, — The  following  question  has  been  submitted  by  the 
County  Council  for  my  opinion  : “Has  the  County  Council  power  to 
make  grants  to  repair  Roads  not  assumed  as  County  Roads?” 

In  answer  to  this  question,  I beg  to  say  that,  assuming  it  to  refer 
to  old  Roads,  such  a power  does  not  appear  to  be  conferred  by  Statute 
on  the  County  Council.  I would  call  attention,  however,  to  Sub-Sec. 
5 to  Sec.  524  of  Municipal  Act,  which  empowers  a County  Council  to 
grant  aid  to  any  Town,  Township  or  Incorporated  Village,  by  way  of 
loan  or  otherwise,  towards  opening  or  making  any  new  road  or  bridge 
in  the  Town,  Township  or  Village  in  cases  where  the  Council  deems  the 
County  at  large  sufficiently  interested  in  the  work  to  justify  such  as- 
sistance, but  not  sufficiently  interested  to  justify  the  Council  in  at  once 
assuming  the  same  as  a County  work.  In  a recent  case,  a By-Law 
of  the  County  of  Frontenac  granting  aid  to  certain  Municipalities  in  the 
County,  to  assist  them  in  “preserving,  improving  and  repairing  roads 
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and  bridges  therein,”  was  quashed.  Among  other  grounds  for  this  de- 
cision, given  in  the  judgment  of  the  present  Chief  Justice  Wilson,  he 
stated  that  the  roads  were  not  new  roads.  He  was  evidently  of  opin- 
ion that  a County  Council  could  not  make  a grant  to  repair  or  aid  in 
repairing  an  old  road  unless  it  assumed  it  as  a County  Road.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  whether  a tax  upon  tran- 
sient traders  can  be  imposed  in  addition  to  the  amount  named  in  By- 
Law  186,  and  the  proceeds  arising  therefrom  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Municipality  from  which  they  obtain  a license.  In  answer  I beg 
to  say  that  in  my  opinion  the  license  fee  imposed  by  By-Law  186  on 
auctioneers,  hawkers,  peddlers  and  petty  chapmen,  may  be  increased, 
but  only  to  what  may  be  considered  a reasonable  amount.  As  to  the 
latter  part  of  the  question,  I beg  to  say,  that  while  there  is  no  ex- 
press authority  given  by  the  Act  to  make  a By-Law  to  hand  over  license 
fees  to  the  local  Municipality,  in  respect  to  which  a license  is  issued, 
I am  inclined  to  think  a By-Law  providing  for  so  paying  over  such 
fees  would  not  be  interfered  with  by  the  Courts,  but  would  be  allowed 
to  stand ; but  if  a license  is  issued  for  the  whole  County,  this  could 
hardly  be  done.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  whether  the  County  Council 
has  the  power  to  “let  the  contract  of  printing  which  is  paid  for  by  it, 
and  charged  under  the  head  of  Administration  of  Justice.”  I under- 
stand the  printing  referred  to  consists  principally  of  the  publication  of 
Lists  of  Convictions  by  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  other  Legal  and  Of- 
ficial Advertisements  issued  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  Blank 
Forms  and  Documents  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Sessions  and  of  ’ Ma- 
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gfistrates.  As  to  the  Advertisements,  Section  3 of  Cap.  18,  Revised 
Statutes  of  Ontario,  enacts  that  tenders  for  publication  must  be  “pub- 
licly advertised  for  by  the  Council  of  the  County  subject  to  such  con- 
ditions, if  any,  as  to  circulation  and  other  matters  as  the  Council  may 
think  just,  and  the  contract  shall  be  given  to  the  newspaper  making-  the 
lowest  tender,  on  or  subject  to  the  conditions,  if  any  there  be,”  so  that 
as  to  this  class  of  printing-  it  is  clear  the  Council  has  the  power  to  let 
contracts.  As  to  the  other  class  of  printing-,  however,  it  is  not  clear 
who  has  the  power  to  let  the  contract  for  it.  I have  seen  the  Clerk  of 
the  Peace  on  the  subject,  and  I understand  from  him  that  he  has  no 
objection  to  the  County  Council  making-  a contract  for  this  printing-, 
provided  it  is  given  to  a printer  who  has  the  necessary  facilities  for 
printing  the  various  forms  and  documents  required,  and  who  will  sub- 
mit the  proofs  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  at  Guelph,  so  that  the  latter 
may  without  unnecessary  inconvenience  revise  them,  and  may  be  able 
to  secure  forms  and  documents  in  proper  style  and  promptly  whenever 
required.  Under  these  circumstances,  if  the  County  Council  desires  to 
let  the  contract  for  this  class  of  printing,  I apprehend  no  practical  diffi- 
culty will  arise  in  giving  effect  to  such  desire.

In  case  the 
Council  deems  the  County  at  large  sufficiently  interested  in  the  work 
to  justify  such  assistance,  but  not  sufficiently  interested  to  justify  the 
Council  in  at  once  assuming  the  bridge  as  a County  work.  See  Muni- 
cipal Act  of  1883,  Section  565,  Sub-Section  5.

Dear  Sir, — In  answer  to  the  questions  submitted  for  my  opinion, 
I beg  to  say  I find  no  authority  for  holding  the  County  liable  to  go  to 
the  expense  of  deepening  side  ditches  on  County  Roads,  so  as  to  en- 
able private  parties  to  make  under  drains  from  their  lands  into  County 
Roads,  and  give  these  under-drains  an  outlet,  nor  do  I find  any  au- 
thority for  holding  the  County  liable  for  the  expense  of  covering  the 
ditches  on  County  Roads  so  as  to  prevent  outlets  of  private  drains 
from  being  choked  up.  In  my  opinion  the  persons  who  are  to  derive 
the  benefit  of  having  their  lands  under-drained  into  the  ditches  on  the 
County  Roads  ought  to  bear  the  expense  of  providing  and  protecting 
the  outlets  required.  In  the  foregoing  I assume  that  the  work  would 
not  benefit  the  County  Roads,  and  is  not  required  for  them.

In  reply,  we  would  say  that  Sec.  533  of  the  consolidated  Municipal 
Act  of  1883  in  our  opinion  confers  such  power  upon  County  Councils. 
This  appears  to  be  a power  distinct  from  and  independent  of  that  re- 
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ferred  to  in  Sec.  538  and  Sub-Secs,  of  the  sanie  Act  to  which  also  we 
may  call  your  attention.  These  Sections  place  such  Roads  under  the 
joint  jurisdiction  of  the  Municipal  Councils  of  the  adjoining-  Counties 
and  make  provision  for  one  Council  compelling  the  other  to  take  joint 
actiorl  in  regard  to  them.

Grants  to  l/ocal  Municipalities  to  be  Expended  at  the  Dis- 
cretion of  the  Reeves,  Illeg:al.

My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  the  legality  of  a grant  proposed  to  be 
made  by  the  County  Council  of  $3,900  to  various  Municipalities  in  the 
County  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  rebuilding  Roads  and  bridges 
damaged  by  the  late  freshets,  to  be  expended  under  the  supervision  of 
and  as  the  Reeves  of  the  Municipalities  may  direct,  viz.  : To  Arthur 
Township,  $500;  West  Garafraxa,  $500;  Minto,  $500;  Maryborough, 
$500;  West  Luther,  $500;  Nichol,  $200;  Mount  Forest,  $300;  Harris- 
ton,  $200;  Arthur  Village,  $100;  Elora,  $100;  Fergus,  $100. 

In  answer  I beg  to  say  that  a By-Law  of  a County  Council  appro- 
priating a sum  of  money  “to  be  expended  on  certain  roads  within  the 
County  (not  defined),  in  such  manner  as  the  Township  and  Town 
Councillors  may  think  proper,”  has  been  held  to  be  bad. 

In  another  case  a By-Law  granting  moneys  to  different  Municipali- 
ties in  the  County,  to  assist  in  preserving,  improving  and  repairing 
Roads  and  Bridges  therein,  without  defining  the  same,  has  been  de- 
cided to  be  plainly  in  excess  of  the  powers  of  a County  Council. 

I am  of  opinion  that  a grant  in  the  form  now  proposed  is  not 
legal.  A valid  grant  can  be  made  by  the  County  Council,  under  Sub-

Dear  Sir. — My  opinion  is  asked  whether  County  Corporations  are 
liable  for  accidents  arising  from  defects  of  which  they  have  no  actual 
notice.  I am  of  opinion  as  follows  : If  the  Corporations  by  its  ser- 

vants have  the  means  or  knowledge  that  a bridge  is  unfit  for  travel  and 
remain  negligently  ignorant  of  its  state,  they  would  be  liable.  If  the 
defect  arise  otherwise  than  from  faulty  structure  and  from  some  act 
other  than  the  direct  conduct  of  the  Council  or  their  servants  and  be 
a recent  defect  it  is  generally  necessary  to  show  that  the  Council  or 
their  servants  had  knowledge  of  the  defect  or  were  negligently  ignor- 
ant of  it. 

It  is  also  laid  down  that  notice  may  be  inferred  from  notoriety  of 
the  defect  and  from  its  continuance  for  such  a length  of  time  as  to  lead 
to  the  presumption  that  the  proper  officer  of  the  Municipality  did  in 
fact  know  or  with  proper  vigilance  and  care  might  have  known  the 
fact.j 

This  latter  is  sufficient  to  render  them  liable  because  this  degree 
of  care  and  vigilence  they  are  bound  to  exercise  and  therefore  if  in 
point  of  fact  they  did  not  know  of  such  defect  when  by  ordinary  and 
due  vigilence  and  care  they  would  have  known  it,  they  must  be  re- 
sponsible as  if  they  had  actual  notice. 

It  is  further  laid  down  that  if  the  defect  has  existed  for  a long 
time  a jury  may  properly  infer  either  negligent  supervision  and  ignor- 
ance chargeable  to  such  negligence  or  notice  of  the  defect.  It  appears 
therefore  that  the  Corporation  will  be  liable  if  the  defects  were  of  so 
notorious  a character  or  had  continued  so  long  as  to  charge  them  with 
constructive  notice  of  them. 

By  our  law  there  is  no  particular  length  of  time  laid  down  as  being 
sufficient  to  charge  a Corporation  with  constructive  notice.  A bridge 
on  a leading  highway  is  naturally  required  to  be  looked  after  much 
oftener  than  a bridge  on  a highway  less  frequently  used.  Each  case 
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must  as  regards  constructive  notice  of  defects  depend  upon  the  situa- 
tion of  the  road,  the  amount  of  travel  and  similar  circumstances.

“That  this  Council  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  County  Solicitor  as  to 
the  proper  party  or  parties  on  whom  this  Council  should  make  a de- 
mand for  all  sums  collected  in  fines  by  the  Police  Magistrates  or  other 
Magistrates  who  may  have  made  convictions  under  the  Canada  Tem- 
perance Act  and  that  said  opinions  be  obtained  during  this  session.” 

The  order  in  Council  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  directs  as 
follows  : 

“That  all  fines,  penalties  or  forfeitures  recovered  or  enforced  under 
the  Canada  Temperance  Act,  1878,  and  amendments  thereto  within 
any  City  or  County  which  has  adopted  the  said  Act  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  or  County  as  the  case  may  be  for  the  purpose 
of  the  Act.”  I am  of  opinion  that  under  this  Order  in  Council  the 
County  Treasurer  should  make  a demand  for  the  fines  collected  under 
the  Canada  Temperance  Act,  1878,  in  the  County  upon  the  Officials 
who  collected  such  fines  or  who  received  the  same  after  collection.

Dear  Sir, — I enclose  a form  of  By-Law  with  respect  to  the  Pub- 
lic School  Inspection,  and  Public  School  Inspectors.  With  regard  to 
the  allowance  of  Inspectors,  Section  182  of  the  Public  Schools  Act 
makes  it  the  duty  of  the  County  Council  to  pay  Inspectors,  quarterly, 
an  allowance  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  an  amount,  per  school,  equal 
to  the  amount  of  the  Government  Grant  and  in  addition  thereto  the 
reasonable  travelling  expenses  of  the  County  Inspector — the  amount 
to  be  determined  by  the  County  Council.  Besides  that,  the  Act  contem- 
plates the  payment  to  the  Inspectors  of  an  extra  allowance  for  acting  as 
arbitrators,  and  in  the  case  of  a Public  School  Board  of  any  Town, 
not  separated  from  the  County,  and  who,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Education  Departm.ent,  place  the  schools  of  the  Town  under  the  juris- 
diction of  a County  Inspector,  the  law  provides  that  the  Inspector  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  like  salary  and  remuneration  as  he  receives  from 
Rural  Schools.  I have  drawn  the  By-Law  to  carry  out  as  nearly  as 
possible  the  views  of  the  Committee  who  waited  upon  me,  but  you  will 
see  from  the  foregoing  statement  of  the  law  that  the  part  of  the  By- 
Law  dealing  with  arbitration  fees  and  that  relating  to  the  Towns  of 
Mount  Forest,  Harriston  and  Palmerston,  may  possibly  be  open  to 
question.

I/iability  of  County  to  Build  the  Drayton  Bridge. 

To  John  Mutrie,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  Special  Committee  in  the  Matter 
of  Drayton  Bridge. 

Dear  Sir, — I understand  the  facts  as  found  by  the  Committee  to  be 
as  follows  : — The  loth  line  road  has  on  it,  in  the  Village  of  Drayton, 
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a bridge  over  the  Conestoga  River.  The  river  there  is  over  loo  feet 
in  width.  This  road  may  be  said  to  extend  from  Palmerston  down 
through  Maryborough,  Drayton  and  Peel  and  so  through  the  County. 
The  Committee  have  found  that  although  the  bridge  on  the  Tenth  Line 
is  Only  from  250  to  300  yards  from  the  bridge,  known  as  the  boun- 
dary line  bridge,  yet  a person  would  have  to  go  about  five  miles 
around  to  get  from  one  bridge  to  the  other.  The  Committee  have  also 
found  that  there  is  a large  amount  of  through  travel  over  the  Tenth 
Line  Bridge,  and  that  the  Tenth  Line  cannot  be  considered  merely  a 
local  road,  but  is  a main  highway  leading  through  the  County.  Upon 
these  facts  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  County  is  bound  to 
maintain  the  Tenth  Line  Bridge  in  Drayton.  I beg  to  say  that  upon 
the  facts  stated,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  County 
Council  to  maintain  the  bridge  on  the  Tenth  Line  above  referred  to.

Re  Wability  of  County  to  Remove  Obstructions  in  Rivers 
near  Township  Boundary  Wnes.

Dear  Sir, — The  questions  submitted  for  my  opinion  are  as  follows  : 
First. — Is  the  County  Council  bound  to  remove  obstructions  said 
to  exist  in  the  Conestoga  River,  in  the  Township  of  Peel,  near  the 
boundary  line  of  Peel  and  Maryborough,  which  obstructions  consist  of 
driftwood,  fallen  timber,  etc?  It  is  believed  these  threaten  in  the  near 
future  the  safety  of  County  bridges  in  Peel  and  Maryborough,  and  in 
Drayton. 

Second. — Can  the  Council  compel  the  Municipality  of  Peel  to  re- 
move the  same? 
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In  answer  to  the  first  question  I beg-  to  say  that  in  my  opinion 
the  County  Council,  under  the  present  law,  is  not  bound  to  remove  the 
obstructions  referred  to,  but  under  an  amendment  to  the  Municipal 
Act,  which  comes  into  force  on  the  ist  day  of  August  next  (see  Chap- 
ter 28,  51st  Victoria,  Section  31),  there  is  the  following  provision  : 
“Where  a river  or  stream  forms  a boundary  line  between  two  or  more 
Municipalities  within  a County,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  of 
the  County  to  keep  such  river  or  stream  free  from  all  accumulation 
o(  drift  wood  or  fallen  timber  now  or  hereafter  accumulated.” 

In  answer  to  the  second  question  I beg  to  say  that  there  is  no 
express  power  in  the  Municipal  Act  for  compelling  the  Municipality  of 
Peel  to  remove  the  obstructions  refered  to,  but  it  may  be  that  in  the 
event  of  the  County  bridges  being  carried  away  by  reason  of  the  ob- 
structions referred  to,  the  Township  of  Peel  would  be  liable  for  damages 
to  the  County.  By  Sub-Section  16  of  Section  521,  of  the  Municipal 
Act,  the  Council  of  the  Township  of  Peel  has  power  to  pass  a By- 
law to  prevent  these  obstructions  and  to  provide  for  clearing  away  and 
removing  the  same,  and  according  to  the  views  of  a learned  Judge  in 
one  case  where  a Township  has  the  power  to  remove  obstructions,  and 
does  not  exercise  the  same  and  damage  results  to  other  parties  in  con- 
sequence of  the  failure  to  remove,  the  Township  would  be  liable.  My 
own  opinion  was  and  still  is,  that  this  decision  is  open  to  doubt — be- 
cause the  power  a Township  has  by  the  Municipal  Act  is,  in  my  view, 
merely  a discretionary  power  to  pass  such  a By-Law,  which  discretion  it 
may  either  exercise  or  refrain  from  exercising.  It  is  not  compulsory 
upon  it  to  pass  a By-Law  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  these  obstruc- 
tions. However,  in  consequence  of  the  decision  referred  to,  I cannot 
say  positively  that  the  Township  of  Peel,  in  the  event  of  the  County 
suffering  damage  to  its  bridges,  would  not  be  liable,  but  I think  it 
would  not  be  so  liable.

I am  of  opinion  that  High  School  Trustees  cannot  discriminate 
betwen  residents  of  different  municipalities  within  the  County,  and 
fhat  they  must  place  all  pupils  resident  in  any  part  of  the  County  on 
the  same  footing,  and  cannot  charge  fees  to  some  such  pupils  without 
charging  them  to  all. 

My  authority  for  this  is  section  43  of  the  High  Schools  Act.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  whether  the  County  is  re- 
sponsible for  damage  caused  by  ice  on  roads. 

In  my  opinion,  the  question  of  responsibility  in  such  cases  depends 
upon  the  particular  circumstances  of  the  case,  whether  the  road  was 
originally  properly  and  skilfully  constructed,  &c.  If  there  is  something 
in  the  construction  and  shape  of  the  road  which  occasions  any  special 
liability  to  the  formation  or  accumulation  of  ice,  then  the  ice  might 
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constitute  a defect  or  want  of  repair  which  would  warrant  a jury  in 
finding  that  the  Corporation  is  liable. 

The  general  rule  is  that  if  the  road  was  properly  constructed  in 
the  first  instance  and  is  kept  in  good  repair,  the  County  will  not  be 
liable  fo|r  accumulations  of  ice  and  snow,  but  if  the  road  was  badly 
constructed  and  so  as  to  occasion  a special  liability  to  the  formation  or 
accumulation  of  ice,  there  would  be  danger  that  the  County  would  be 
held  liable.

In  answer  to  the  question  I beg  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  a muni- 
cipality has  not  a right  to  divert  the  course  of  the  stream  without  the 
consent  of  the  party  interested  in  having  the  stream  flow  in  its  natural 
course,  but  that  only  applies  to  the  person  through  whose  land  the 
stream  flows  at  the  point  of  diversion. 

In  answer  to  a further  question  submitted  by  one  of  the  Council, 
I beg  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  where  a municipality  has  jurisdiction 
over  a road  or  bridge,  it  may  take  steps,  under  the  Statute,  to  pass  a 
by-law  to  divert  the  road  or  bridge  where  the  public  interest  requires, 
and  it  may  take  steps  to  acquire  the  necessary  land  for  that  purpose, 
subject  to  the  right  of  the  proprietor  to  compensation.

Dear  Sir, — The  following-  question  has  been  submitted  for  my 
opinion  : As  to  whether  a Railway  Company  can  compel  a Municipal- 

ity to  employ  a Surveyor  to  stake  out  the  place  for  their  cattle  guards 
and  crossings  before  they  construct  the  same  across  public  roads  now 
opened  up  or  about  to  be  opened  up. 

In  reply  to  the  question  submitted,  I beg  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion, 
it  the  public  highways  were  opened  at  the  time  of  the  construction  of 
the  railway,  the  Railway  Company  should  have  made,  and  is  still  liable 
to  make,  crossings  and  put  in  cattle  guards  without  requiring  the 
Municipality  to  employ  a Surveyor,  unless  there  is  a dispute  as  to  the 
proper  location  of  the  road.  If  there  is  such  a dispute,  the  Railway 
Company  would  be  entitled  to  require  the  boundaries  of  the  highway 
to  be  properly  defined  by  the  Municipality.  If  an  allowance  for  road 
was  not  opened  out  at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  the,  railway,  and 
i6  isi  desired  now  to  open  it,  the  proper  course  to  be  .taken  is  for  the 
Municipality  to  notify  the  Railway  Company  of  its  intention  to  open 
up  the  road,  and  require  them  to  make  crossings  and  put  in  cattle 
guards ; but  it  seems  to  me  that  it  necessarily  follows  from  this  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  Municipality  to  define  the  boundary  of  the  highway  I 
it  intends  to  open,  particularly  if  there  is  any  dispute  as  to  same. 

With  regard  to  the  further  question,  as  to  what  steps  are  neces- 
sary to  be  taken  by  a Municipality  where  a Railway  Company  refuses 
to  make  proper  crossings  for  the  above  reasons,  my  answer  to  the  first 
question  answers  this  also. 

I may  add  that  after  an  allowance  for  road  has  been  opened  up 
and  the  Railway  Company  notified  thereof,  they  refuse  to  remove  their 
fence  from  across  the  highway,  they  can  be  indicted  as  for  a public  | 

nuisance;  and  if  they  remove  their  fence  but  fail  to  construct  cattle  | 

guards  and  make  a crossing,  they  could  also  be  proceeded  against 
either  ini  the  same  way  or  by  action  at  the  instance  of  any  party  who 
suffers  damage  in  consequence  of  their  neglect  of  duty.  ! 

Where  a Railway  Company  have  fenced  an  unopened  allowance  for  } 
road,  and  it  is  desired  to  open  the  allowance,  I consider  it  better  that  a 
By-Law  should  be  passed  by  the  Council  to  open  the  road  allowance, 
and  that  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  By-Law,  the  Railway  Corn-. 
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pany  should  be  notified,  under  Section  553  of  the  Municipal  Act.  I 
do  not  say  that,  strictly  speaking-,  a Railway  Company  is  entitled  to 
such  notice,  but  I have  hitherto,  in  similar  cases,  considered  it  pru- 
dent to  give  them  that  notice,  so  as  to  avoid  all  difficulty.

Dear  Sir,- -In  the  matter  of  the  application  by  the  Municipal 
Council  of  the  Towrcship  of  West  Luthei,  to  appoint  a Commissioner 
under  Sections  556-561,  both  inclusive,  of  the  Municipal  Act  of  1887, 
I beg  to  give  my  opinion  as  follows  : 

1.  There  seems  to  be  no  provision  made  for  payment  of  Com- 
missioners. I think  if  the  County  appoints  them  the  Commissioners 
will  naturally  look  to  the  County  for  their  pay.  I see  nothing,  how- 
ever, to  prevent  the  County  obtaining  a stipulation  from  petitioning 
township  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  Commissioners  before 
it  makes  the  appointment. 

2.  The  Statute  says  in  effect  that  the  Township  boundary  lines 
are  to  be  kept  in  the  same  way  as  other  Township  roads.  I take  this 
to  mean  that  they  are  to  be  maintained  in  the  same  condition  of  repair 
and  of  fitness  for  public  travel.  See  also  end  of  Section  559. 

3.  If  the  County  Council  sees  fit  to  consider  and  act  upon  the  peti- 
tion, the  course  of  proceeding  is  for  the  County  Council  to  determine  upon 
the  amount  which  each  Tov/nship  Council  interested  shall  be  required 
to  apply  for  the  opening  or  repairing  of  the  road,  or  the  County  Coun- 
cil may  direct  the  expenditure  of  a certain  portion  of  the  Statute  labor 
or  both  as  may  seem  necessary  to  make  the  road  equal  to  other  roads. 
Further,  it  is  then  the  duty  of  the  County  Council  to  appoint  a Comi- 
missioner  or  Commissioners  to  execute  and  enforce  their  orders  or 
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By-Laws  relative  to  the  road.  I do  not  consider  that  it  is  for  the  Com- 
missioners to  determine,  but  that  it  is  for  the  County  Council  to  de- 
termine, the  amount  which  each  Township  shall  be  required  to  pay. 

1 hen  when,  and  if  the  County  Council  has  so  determined,  the  Commis- 
sioners are  appointed  to  execute  and  enforce  the  decision. 

Although  generally  the  share  to  be  borne  by  each  Township 
would  be  an  equal  share,  I am  of  opinion  that  it  is  within  the  power 
of  the  County  Council,  if  satisfied  from  the  circumstances  that  it 
would  be  unfair  and  improper  to  make  the  shares  equal, 

to  determine  that  the  shares  shall  be  in  unequal  propor- 

tions. So  far  as  I can  see,  the  Statute  leaves  the  matter  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council  without  any  appeal,  and  there 
seems  to  be  no  provision  for  taking  evidence  or  ascertaining  what  the 
fact^  are  in  case  of  a dispute.

Dear  Sir, — I give  my  opinion  upon  the  various  questions  submit- 
ted to  me  under  the  new  High  School  Act  as  follows  : 

I St.  Is  the  additional  grant  for  which  the  County  Council  may  be 
liable  under  Section  31,  sub-section  i,  to  be  arrived  at  by  taking  the 
average  attendance  therein  referred  to  for  the  preceding  three  years 
counting  the  year  as  beginning  on  the  ist  of  January,  or  may  the  three 
years  be  estimated  from  say  the  first  of  July? 

In  answer  to  this  question,  my  opinions  are  that  the  three  years 
should  be  counted  from  the  ist  of  January,  that  is,  the  three  years  in- 
tended are  three  calendar  years. 

2nd.  How  should  the  average  attendance  of  County  pupils,  en- 
rolled at  the  High  School  be  ascertained? 
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In  my  opinion,  it  should  be  ascertained  by  the  mode  adopted,  as 
I understand  it,  by  Harriston  and  Flora,  namely,  by  taking-  the  actual 
attendance  throughout  the  whole  period,  not  merel}>  by  taking  the 
names  of  the  pupils  enrolled  at  the  High  School. 

3rd.  Do  the  County  Council  settle  the  amount  of  grant  for  three 
years  or  only  for  one  year  at  a time? 

My  opinion  is  that  if  an  agreement  is  made  between  the  School 
Board  and  the  County  Council,  it  is  contemplated  to  be  for  three  years, 
but  there  is  really  nothing  in  the  Act  to  prevent  an  arrangement  for  one 
year  by  mutual  consent.  If  the  matter  comes  to  arbitration,  any  award 
made  by  the  refeyee  is  to  be  binding  upon  the  parties  thereto  for  the 
period  of  three  years.  I call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Act  only 
came  into  force  on  4th  May,  ’91. 

4th.  What  allowance  (if  any)  should  be  made  where  the  High 
School  District  has  not  received  fees  from  County  pupils? 

I would  suggest  that  the  County  Council  should  determine  what 
lees  County  pupils  should  pay,  and  an  agreement,  if  entered  into, 
may  be  based  upon  that,  or  a sum  may  be  agreed  upon  to  be  paid  less 
fees.  As  for  the  past  period,  some  fair  arrangement  should  be  made. 
If  a High  School  has  really  not  collected  fees  because  they  had  not  the 
strict  legal  power  to  do  so,  I suppose  no  deduction  for  fees  can  be  in- 
sisted on./ 

5th.  Where  a High  School  was  only  opened  in  August,  1890, 
what  course  should  be  adopted  in  respect  to  it? 

I think  tl^e  better  way  will  be  in  such  a case  to  reckon  the  aver- 
age attendance  for  the  year  and  part  of  the  year. 

6th.  In  the  event  of  the  inability  of  the  Trustees  of  a Hig'h  School 
and  the  County  Council  to  agree  upon  the  proportionate  amount"  to  be 
paid  by  the  County  for  the  maintenance  of  County  pupils  under  Section 
31,  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  have  the  matter  in  dispute- referred 
to  the  County  Judge? 

In  answer  I say,  first  of  all,  there  should  be  an  attempt  to  arrive 
at  an  understanding  by  mutual  agreement.  If  no  agreement  is  made, 
then  the  County  Council  may  give  notice  to  the  High  School  Trustees 
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that  they  refer  the  matter  in  dispute  to  the  County  Judge  under  sub- 
section 3 of  Section  31  ; or  the  High  School  Trustees  may  give  a simi- 
lar notice  to  the  County  Council, 

7th.  Can  the  County  Council  by  By-Law  repeal  any  By-Law  es- 
tablishing a High  School  District,  and  if  the  Council  passes  such  a 
repealing  By-Law  will  that  relieve  the  County  from  all  responsibility  in 
connection  with  the  expenses  of  the  High  School? 

I reply  to  this  question  by  saying  that  in  my  opinion,  under  Section 
8,  sub-section  i,  the  County  Council  may  by  a By-Law  passed  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  any  year  discontinue  at  the  end  of 
the  current  calendar  year  any  High  School  already  established,  but  such 
a By-Law  must  receive  the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in' 
Council.  If  such  a By-Law  is  duly  passed  and  duly  approved,  then 
at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  thereafter  the  High  School  to  which 
it  refers  would  be  discontinued  as  a High  School,  and  therefore  the 
County  would  be  no  longer  liable  to  contribute  to  its  support. 

8th.  In  case  of  a reference  to  the  County  Judge,  can  the  County 
Council  withhold  payment  of  the  equivalent  to  the  amount  apportioned' 
by  the  Minister  of  Education  for  each  of  the  High  Schools  in  the 
County,  payable  under  Section  30  of  the  High  School  Act. 

I think  not.  I see  no  provision  in  the  Act  which  would  justify  the 
County  Council  in  withholding  the  equivalent  above  referred  to  until  a 
reference  under  Section  31  is  disposed  of.  The  arbitration  or  reference 
to  the  County  Judge  under  Section  31  only  arises  where  High  School 
Trustees  allege  that  the  County  grant  under  Section  30  and  the  fees 
received  for  County  pupils  are  insufficient  to  pay  the  proportionate  cost 
of  maintenance  of  County  pupils  at  High  School. 

9th.  I am  asked  to  prepare  a form  of  return  to  be  made  by  High 
School  Trustees  to  the  County  Council  where  the  Trustees  claim  an  in- 
creased grant  from  the  Council  under  Section  31. 

I think  it  would  only  be  reasonable  for  Trustees,  if  the  Council’ 
so  require,  to  furnish  the  Council  with  the  particulars  set  forth  in  sub- 
section 4 to  Section  31,  as  follows: 

I.  A detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  their 
High  School  for  maintenance  for  each  of  the  preceding  years  under 
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consideration,  such  statement  to  be  certified  by  the  auditors  authorized 
under  the  Act  to  audit  Hig-h  School  accounts. 

2.  A statement  of  the  names,  residence  and  attendance  of  resi- 
dent, non-resident  and  County  pupils  for  the  same  time  each  year  of 
a like  period,  and  such  last  mentioned  statement  to  be  certified  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board. 

3.  A certificate  by  the  Chairman  of  the  amount  of  the  Legislative 
grant  received  for  the  time  under  consideration. 

These  particulars  the  Board  of  Trustees  would  be  bound  to  furnish 
to  the  County  Judge  in(  case  of  a reference,  and  it  seems  to  me  that 
they  might  as  well  furnish  them  to  the  County  Council,  and  thus  per- 
haps save  the  costs  and  trouble  of  a reference.  It  is  not  clear  that  the 
County  has  direct  power  to  compel  Trustees  before  a reference  to  give 
the  detailed  statements  under  sub-section  4,  but  I should  think  they 
would  be  ready  to  furnish  all  proper  particulars  in  order  to  facilitate  a 
settlement.  Indirectly  the  County  Council  has  such  power,  because  they 
can  dispute  the  demand  of  the  Trustees  unless  and  until  the  latter  fur- 
nish particulars.

Dear  Sir,- — In  answer  to  the  questions  submitted  to  me  to-day,  I 
beg  to  give  my  opinion  as  follows  : 

I.  Has  this  Council  the  power,  and  can  it  legally  sit  as  a Court 
of  Revision  on  the  County  Valuator’s  report? 

My  answer  to  this^question  is,  that  in  my  opinion  the  County  Coun- 
cil cannot  sit  as  a Court  of  Revision  on  the  County  Valuators’  report. 
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2.  If  it  can,  and  amends  the  report,  and  the  amended  report  is 
confirmed,  will  such  amended  report  hold  good  for  five  years? 

I do  not  think  the  Council  can  amend  the  report  of  the  Valuators. 

3.  If  the  original  report  is  confirmed,  can  the  Council  strike  the 
rate  for  the  present  year  on  the  said  valuation? 

I answer  this  by  saying  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  Council  can  strike 
the  rate  for  the  present  year  on  the  basis  of  the  said  valuation. 

In  connection  with  this  opinion,  I beg  to  refer  you  to  an  opinion 
given  by  me  on  8tli  June,  1882,  to  which  I adhere.  See  page  321  of 
Records  County  Council. 

I think  it  well  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that 
the  By-Law  number  444,  appointing  Valuators,  passed  31st  of  Janu- 
ary, 1891,  does  not  define  the  period  of  time,  not  exceeding  five  years, 
during  which'  the  valuation  is  to  be  made  the  basis  of  equalization  of 
the  real  property  by  the  County  Council. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  County  Council  may  make  the  valua- 
tion such  basis  for  a less  period  than  five  years.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  whether  or  not  hawkers  and 
pedlars  who  have  obtained  County  licenses  must  also  obtain  a license 
from  a local  municipality  when  a By-Law  has  been  passed  by  a local 
municipality  before  they  can  sell  in  such  local  municipality. 

In  answer  to  this  question  I beg  to  say  that  By-section  20  of  Chap- 
ter 35,  1893,  Council  of  any  Town  not  separated  from  a County  for 
municipal  purposes  is  empowered  to  pass  By-Laws  to  require  hawkers 
and  pedlars  to  take  out  licenses  in  the  Town,  and  the  Council  of  the 
Town  is  also  empowered  by  By-Law  to  declare  the  County  By-Laws 
shall  not  apply  or  be  in  force  in  the  Town  while  the  Town  By-Law  re- 
mains in  force.  The  result  of  this  is  that  the  Council  of  any  Town 
may  pass  a By-Law  on  the  subject,  and  may  require  hawkers  and  ped- 
lars to  take  out  a Town  license,  and  the  County  license  will  not  entitle 
the  hawkers  and  pedlars  to  sell  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  in  such 
cases,  but  the  provision  referred  to  does  not  apply  to  other  local  muni- 
cipaliities.

Dear  Sir, — The  following-  questions  have  been  submitted  for  myi 
opinion  : 

“Where  driftwood  in  a stream  endangers  a bridge  can  a Municipal; 
Council  compel  the  owners  of  the  adjacent  land  to  remove  the  same, 
or  can  the  Council  remove  and  enter  on  private  property  to  do  so 
themselves  and  claim  timber?” 

1.  In  reply  I beg  to  say  that  in  my  opinipn  the  Municipal  Coun- 
cil cannot  compel  the  owners  of  the  adjacent  land  to  remove  the  drift- 
wood unless  the  wood  came  from  their  property. 

2.  In  my  opinion  the  Council  can  remove  the  same  and  can  enter 
On  private  property  to  do  so  themselves,  but  for  that  purpose  there 
ought  to  be  a By-Law  authorizing  it;  i.e. , (entry  on  private  property), 
and  if  any  damage  was  done  to  private  property  thereby,  compensation 
would  have  to  be  given. 

3.  In  this  connection  I may  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to 
Section  535  of  the  Municipal  Act  which  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Coun- 
ty Council,  where  a river  or  stream  forms  a boundary  line  between 
two  or  more  Municipalities  within  a County,  to  keep  the  river  or  stream 
free  from  all  accumulated  or  driftwood  or  fallen  timber  now  or  here- 
after accumulated  and  the  sub-section  2 of  that  Section  makes  other 
provisions  to  which  I call  attention.  See  also  the  powers  of  Councils 
regarding-  the  obstruction  of  streams,  etc.,  by  brushwood,  timber,  etc. 
Section  521,  sub-section  16;  these  are  in  addition  to  the  powers  to  pass 
By-Laws  to  preserve  bridges. 

4.  I may  say  that  I do  not  think  that  there  will  be  any  practical 
difficulty  in  the  Council  claiming  the  timber  or  driftwood,  but  I doubt 
if  there  is  express  power  to  do  so.  However,  if  a By-Law  were  passed 
to  provide  for  the  clearing  away  of  obstructions  at  the  expense  of  the 
offenders  or  otherwise,  probably  the  offenders  would  never  make  a 
claim/  t;b  the  tihiber  and  I am  inclined  to  think,  at  any  rate,  that  the 
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words  “or  otherwise”  are  broad  enough  to  entitle  the  Council  to  claimi 
the  timber  to  the  extent  of  recouping  themselves  for  the  expense  of 
removal.  ,,

Dear  Sir, — In  answe,r  to  the  questions  submitted  for  my  opinion, 
under  the  Ditches  and  Watercourses  Act  and  under  the  local  improve- 
ment clauses  of  the  Municipal  Act,  in  respect  of  drainage,  I beg  to  say 
as  foillows  : 

1.  The  Council  of  every  Township,  City,  Town  and  incorporated 
Village  is  empowered  by  Section  612  of  the  Municipal  Act  amongst 
others  things  to  pass  By-Laws  for  taxing  and  levying  by  means  of  a 
special  rate  the  cost  of  deepening  any  stream,  creek,  or  watercourse 
and  draining  any  locality.  The  cost  or  expense  to  be  assessed  upon 
the  real  property  benefitted  by  the  work,  and  the  Council  can  them- 
selves, under  Section  617  take  the  initiative  without  a petition  from 
the  owners  of  the  property  benefitted,  unless  the  majority  of  the  owners 
of  such  real  property,  representing  at  least  one-half  in  value  thereof, 
petition  the  Council  against  the  work,  etc. 

2.  If  the  work  has  been  constyructed  upon  the  local  improve- 
ment principle,  the  Council  cannot  alter  the  course  of  the  drain  and 
charge  the  cost  of  the  alteration  upon  the  Municipality  without  its  con- 
sent or  without  taking  steps  similar  to  those  required  for  the  original 
construction. 

3.  Under  the  Ditches  and  Watercourses  Act  the  Council  has  no 
power  of  its  own  motion  and  without  the  consent  of  other  parties  ini 
terested  to  alter  the  course  of  a drain  as  fixed  by  the  engineer. 

4.  Of  course  this  does  not  apply  to  any  drain  or  ditch  wholly  on 
a public  highway  and  wholly  constructed  at  the  cost  of  the  Council. 
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5.  Under  the  Ditches  and  Watercourses  Act  every  Municipal  Cor- 
poratiioh  is  considered  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act  to  be  owner  of  the? 
highway  and  may  initiate  proceedings  under  that  Act  for  draining  the 
highway.

Dear  Sir, — In  reference  to  the  question  submitted  for  my  opinion, 
touching  the  removal  of  dirt  and  gravel  from  County  Roads,  I beg  to 
say,  that  in^  my  opinion  if  by  treason  of  the  recent  construction  of  a 
County  road,  a greater  quantity  of  debris  and  gravel  is  washed  into 
and  deposited  in  a natural  watercourse  than  would  be  deposited  there- 
in in  the  course  of  nature,  and  thereby  the  stream  is  materially  obstruct- 
ed to  the  damage  of  an  adjoining  proprietor,  then  I think  the  adjoining 
proprietor  would  have  some  ground  of  complaint  against  the  County ; 
but  if  the  County  road  in  question  has  been  constructed  for  a great 
period  of  time,  say  for  over  thirty  years,  as  I understand  is  the  case 
with  the  Erin  and  Esquesing  road,  which  is  the  road  especially  referred 
to,  and  the  so-called  obstruction  of  the  stream  really  arises  from  thq 
mode,  in  which  the  County^  road  was  laid  out  over  thirty  years  ago„ 
then  !I  think  it  is  too  late  for  the  adjoining  proprietor  to  complain.

Dear  Sir, — In  answer  to  the  questions  submitted  by  the  Commit- 
tee, consisting-  of  Messrs.  Marshall,  McNab  and  others,  I beg"  to  give 
my  opinion  as  follows  : 

I.  Where  parties  maintain  fences  upon  Road  Allowances,  I re- 
commend, if  there  be  no  dispute  as  to  the  locality  of  the  Road  Allow- 
ance, or  if  there  be  a dispute  as  to  such  locality,  then  after  such  dispute 
is  settled,  that  parties  be  notified  to  remove  the  fences,  and  further  that 
if  the  same  be  not  removed  proceedings  to  compel  the  removal  thereof 
will  be  instituted;  such  proceedings  may  be  by  way  of  prosecution  be- 
fore a Magistrate  first,  and  afterwards  before  the  Quarter  Sessions  or 
Assizes,  for  committing  a nuisance;  because  such  obstructions  to  a 
lawful  highway  are  nuisances  at  law  and  are  punishable  as  such.  But 
I call  attention  to  Sections  552  and  553  of  the  Municipal  Act,  requiring 
in  certain  cases  By-Laws  to  be  passed  for  opening  Road  Allowances 
and  Notices'  to  be  given  to  the  persons  in  possession  thereof. 

II.  In  answer  to  the  second  question  submitted  by  the  Committee, 
which  is  as  follows  : “Where  there  are  no  road  stakes  to  show  where 
the  Road  Allowance  is,  is  the  expense  to  be  shared  by  the  Council  and 
adjoining  owners,  and  can  any  or  either  compel  a survey.”  I have  to 
say,  that  such  surveys  my  be  classed  broadly  under  two  different  heads, 
(a)  Surveys  in  the  nature  of  private  surveys,  which  may  be  made  either 
solely  by  the  Council,  and  at  its  expense,  or  which  may  be  made  by 
arrangement  between  the  Council  and  the  adjoining  owners,  in 
which  case  the  cost  of  survey  can  be  settled  by  agreement. 
Such  a private  survey  if  made  by  the  Council  without  the 
consent  of  the  owners,  would  not  be  binding  upon  such  owners,  unless 
it  was  a correct  survey,  but  if  made  by  arrangement  with  the  adjoining 
owners  it  could  by  proper  writing  be  made  binding.  Without  an  agree- 
ment the  Council  cannot  of  its  own  motion  compel  the  adjoining  owners 
to  pay  the  expense  of  such  a survey,  (b)  The  other  class  of  surveys, 
namely,  what  may  be  called  public  surveys,  are  made  by  a surveyor 
designated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands.  The  law  as  to  such 
is  as  follows  : Section  38  of  the  Act  Respecting  Land  Surveyors  and  the 
Survey  of  Lands,  provides  that  a survey  under  the  direction  of  the 
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Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  may  be  had  and  made  at  the  cost  of  the 
proprietors  of  th'e  land  in  each  concession  or  part  of  a concession  in- 
terested in  cases  where  the  survey  of  some  of  the  concession  lines  and 
side  road  lines,  or  parts  of  concession  lines  and  side  road 
lines  ha.ve  been  obliterated.  Under  this  Section  the  Muni- 
cipal Council  of  the  Township  may,  either  on  application  of  one-half 
the  resident  land  holders  in  any  concession  or  part  of  a concession,  or 
On  its  own  account,  without  such  application,  apply  to  the  Government 
requesting  a survey.  Under  sub-section  5 of  this  Section  the  Council 
must  cause  to  be  laid  before  them  an  estimate  of  the  requisite  to 
defray  the  expense  and  the  sum  may  be  levied  on  the  said  proprietors  in 
proportion  to  the  quantity  of  land  held  by  them  respectively,  etc.

Council  is  required  to  furnish  stationery  for  the  Registry  offices  within 
the  County. 

In  answer  to  this  question,  I find  by  Section  29  of  Chapter  21,  1893, 
County  Treasurers  are  required  to  furnish  books  to  Registry  offices, 
and  by  Section  9 of  the  same  Statute  amongst  other  things  Counties 
are  required  to  keep  the  Registry  offices  furnished  with  fuel  and  furni- 
ture, etc.,  but  I do  not  find  anything  said  regarding  stationery.  I am, 
therefore,  of  opinion  that  the  Registry  Act  does  not  render  it  compul- 
sory on  the  County  to  furnish  stationery,  that  is,  other  than  books, 
for  the  Registry  offices,  nor  do  I find  any  other  Act  which  affects  the 
question.  ,

Dear  Sir, — In  answer  to  the  question  submitted  for  my  opinion, 
as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  legal  for  the  County  Council  to  vote  by  ballot 
for  any  purpose,  and  if  for  any  purpose,  what? 

I have  to  say  that  I am  not  aware  of  any  authority  expressly  en- 
abling the  County  Council  to  vote  by  ballot.  I understand  that  to  mean 
vote  in  the  Council  on  all  public  questions,  such  as  appointment  of  offi- 
cers, passing  of  By-Laws,  making  of  grants  for  roads  and  bridges, 
and  the  various  matters  that  come  before  a County  Council. 

In  my  opinion  the  use  of  the  ballot  on  such  questions  is  opposed  to 
the  spirit  of  representative  institutions.  County  Councillors  are  rep- 
resentatives of  their  various  constituents,  and  these  constituents  have 
a right  to  know  what  votes  their  representatives  give  on  the  various 
public  questions  that  come  before  the  Council,  just  as  the  constituents 
of  a member  of  Parliament  have  a right  to  know  what  votes  he  has  given 
in  Parliament  as  their  representative. 

As  well  might  Parliament  elect  its  Speaker  and  pass  laws  by  ballot 
as  the  iCounty  Council  vote  on  its  business  by  ballot.  It  is  supposed 
by  some  that  the  County  Council,  having  power  to  make  regulations 
for  its  own  proceedings,  has  thus  power  to  pass  a By-Law  to  provide 
for  the  election  by  ballot  of  a Warden ; but  that  must  mean  regulations 
not  inconsistent  with  the  general  law.  I am  of  opinion  that  it  is  not 
legal  for  the  County  Council  to  vote  on  public  questions  by  ballot,  and 
I doubt  the  validity  of  a By-Law  to  provide  for  the  election  of  a Warden 
by  ballot.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  what  bridg'es  in  incorporated 
Villages  the  County  is  bound  to  build  and  maintain. 

1.  The  law  on  this  subject  will  be  found  in  Sections  532,  534  and 
535  of  the  Consolidated  Municipal  Act,  and  these  may  be  summarized 
as  follows  : 

(a)  The  County  has,  under  Section  532,  exclusive  jurisdiction 
over  bridges  lying  within  any  village  which  the  Council  by  By-Law  as- 
sumes with  the  assent  of  the  Village  as  a County  bridge. 

(b)  Over  all  bridges  crossing  streams  or  rivers  over  100  feet  in 
width  within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  Village  and  connecting  any 
main  highway  leading  through  the  County. 

(c)  Over  all  bridges  over  rivers  or  ponds  forming  or  crossing 
boundary  lines  between  two  municipalities. 

2.  With  reg'ard  to  the  definition  of  streams  or  rivers  over  100 
feet  in  width,  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  that 
the  width  of  a river  at  the  level  attained  after  heavy  rains  and  freshets 
each  year  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  determining  the  lia- 
bility of  the  County  under  the  Act,  and  that  the  width  at  ordinary  high 
water  mark  is  not  the  test  of  such  liability.  In  other  words,  the  state 
of  the  water  in  heavy  freshets  is  the  determining  question.  The  Judge 
in  his  judgment  in  the  case  referred  to,  said,  “After  a heavy  rain  and 
during  freshets  which  are  ordinary  occurrences  in  this  country,  the 
waters  of  the  streams  and  rivers  are  accustomed  to  be  much  swollen 
and  raised  to  a great  height,  and  a bridge,  therefore,  which  is  designed 
to  be  the  means  of  connecting  the  parts  of  a main  highway  leading 
through  a County  which  are  separated  by  a river  must  necessarily  be  so 
constructed  as  to  be  above  the  waters  of  the  rivers  in  such  periods,  and 
the  width  of  the  rivers  at  such  periods  must,  therefore,  in  my  opinion, 
bo  taken  into  consideration  in  every  case  in  which  a question  arises  like 
that  which  has  arisen  in  the  present  case  under  the  Sections  of  the 
Act  under  consideration.” 

The  Sections  of  the  Act  were  532  and  534  already  referred  to,  and 
‘the  case  was  the  case  of  the  Village  of  New  Hamburg  against  the 
County  of  Waterloo. 
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3.  On  the  other  question  submitted,  I beg-  to  say  that,  under  the 
law  as  it  now  stands,  the  County  Council  has  the  power  to  provide  in 
cases  of  County  line  bridgfes,  under  Sections  532  and  535,  that  where 
the  word  rivers,  lakes  and  ponds  are  mentioned  in  these  Sections,  as 
applied  to  the  erection  of  bridg-es  over  such  rivers,  lakes  and  ponds, 
or  where  such  rivers,  lakes  or  ponds  cross  any  boundary  line  between 
two  municipalities  within  the  County  they  or  either  of  them  shall  not 
include  or  extend  to  any  river,  lake  or  pond  less  than  eig-hty  feet  in 
width ; and  it  is  now  further  provided  that  in  the  event  of  the  Council 
of  any  County  passing-  such  a By-Law,  then,  and  in  such  cases,  the 
Councils  of  the  minor  municipalities  bordering-  upon  such  boundary  line 
shall  erect  and  maintaiA  all  bridg-es  across  streams  of  a less  width  than 
eighty  feet  over  all  such  rivers,  lakes  and  ponds  crossing  such  boun- 
dary/ line. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  new  provision  enabling  Counties  to 
limit  their  liability  seems  only  to  apply  to  the  crossing  of  boundary 
lines,  so  that  where  the  stream  or  river  forms  a boundary  line,  the  old 
law  applies ; and  the  old  law  also,  of  course,  applies  where  the  County 
Council  does  not  pass  any  such  By-Law. 

Under  what  I have  called  the  old  law,  the  Courts  held  that  boun- 
dary line  bridges  had  to  be  maintained  by  the  County  wherever  the 
road  is  crossed  by  a stream  which  requires  a bridge  as  distinguished 
from  a mere  culvert  in  order  to  make  the  road  fit  for  ordinary  travel.

Dear  Sir, — In  an^swer  to  the  question  submitted  for  my  opinion, 
I beg  to  say  : 
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As  to  the  proportion  of  registry  fees  the  County  is  entitled  to  under 
the  new  Act.  The  Act  referred  to  is  Chapter  9,  57  Victoria,  1894, 
which  came  into  effect  on  the  ist  day  of  January,  1895.  Although  that 
Act  does  not  say  whether  under  Section  7 the  Registrar  is  to  pay  the 
percentage  of  net  income  over  $1,500  to  the  Municipality  or  to  the 
Government,  I am  inclined  to  think  that  it  means  a payment  to  the 
Government,  for  this  reason,  under  the  Registry  Act  of  1893,  Sections 
1 19  and  120,  the  proportion  of  income  payable  to  Municipalities  is 
based  upon  the  gross  receipts  of  the  Registrar.  The  County  seems 
under  that  Act  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  net  income.  Under  the 
same  Statute,  Section  191,  which  provides  for  a percentage  of  net  in- 
come, the  provision  there  is  entirely  for  payment  to  the  Provincial 
Treasurer,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  Section  7 of  the  new  Act  was  in- 
tended to  be  a substitution  for  Section  J2i  of  the  old  Act  and  is  to 
give  the  Government  a larger  percentage  of  the  net  income  under  the 
new  Act  than  it  had  under  the  old  Act,  and  I think  the  amount  the 
Registrar  has  to  pay  out  of  his  gross  income  to  Municipalities  is  to  be 
deducted  in  arriving  at  the  amount  of  his  net  income,  upon  which  he 
shall  pay  the  Government  a proportion  under  the  new  Act.  The  effect 
of  this  is  that  so  far  as  the  County  is  concerned  in  m>y  opinion  its  claims 
upon  the  Registrar  are  based  upon  Sections  119  and  120  of  the  Act  of 
1893,  Chapter  21,  56  Victoria,  and  the  new  Act  does  not  apply.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  upon  the  following  questions  : 

1.  Can  a farmer’s  son  vote  for  School  Trustee  at  the  annual 
school  meeting,  the  said  son  residing  at  home  with  his  parents  and 
assessed'  as  a farmer’s  son? 

2.  Can  a farmer’s  son  vote  for  said  Trustees  who  has  been  ab- 
sent from  home  at  least  six  months  previous  to  the  annual  meeting? 
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3.  Are  the  waters  of  a lake  held  under  deed  by  private  individual 
for  his  own  use  and  benefit  liable  to  be  assessed  and  subject  to  the 
payment  of  taxes  in  the  municipality  where  it  is  situated. 

As  to  the  first  question,  by  Scetion  16  of  the  Public  School  Act,  54 
Victoria,  Chapter  55,  every  ratepayer  of  the  full  ag-e  of  twenty-one 
years,  who  is  a Public  school  supporter  of  the  district  for  which  he  is 
pudli  ratepayer,  shall  be  entitled  to  Vote  at  any  elections  for  School 
Trustee  or  on  any  school  question  whatever.  By  Section  2,  sub-section 
7,  of  the  same  Act,  “ratepayer”  is  defined  to  mean  any  person  entered 
On  the  last  revised  Assessment  Roll  of  the  School  Section  for  public 
school  rates ; and  under  Section  103  of  sub-section  6,  gfiving-  the  form 
of  oath  which  may  be  put  to  any  person  seekings  to  vote  at  School  elec- 
tions, the  voter  is  required  to  swear  that  he  is  a ratepayer.  In  my 
opinion,  th/erefore,  farmer’s  sons,  unless  they  be  also  ratepayers,  are 
not  entitled  to  vote  for  School  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  foregoing  answers  the  second  question  submitted. 

With  reference  to  the  third  question,  I have  to  say  that  under 
the  Consolidated  Assessment  Act,  Section  2,  sub-section  g,  real  property 
and  real  estate  are  defined,  and  include  among  other  things  land  cov- 
ered with  water,  and  therefore,  in  my  opinion,  the  lake  held  in  the 
manner  mentioned  in  the  third  question  is  assessable  as  land.

Dear  Sir, — Regarding  the  several  questions  submitted  to  me  by 
the  Special  Committee  touching  the  accounts  of  the  County  Crown  At- 
torney, I beg  to  say  as  follows  : 

I.  Regarding  charges  of  25  cents  for  sending  to  the  Judges, 
Clerks  and  Division  Court  Bailiffs  the  list  of  Courts  to  be  held  in 
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each  year,  and  also  the  charge  of  lo  cents  for  sending  the,  same  to  the 
lawyers  of  the  County,  I have  to  say  that  the  County  Crown  Attorney 
informs  me  that  he  had  the  direction  of  Judge  Jamieson  to  send  the 
lists  to  the  Clerks  and  Bailiffs  as  above,  and  the  recommendation  of  the 
Judge  to  send  them  to  the  lawyers,  and  he  considers  his  charges  rea- 
sonable. I find  no  legal  authority  for  the  charge,  although  I am  bound 
to  say  that  so  far  as  supplying  Judges,  Clerks  and  Bailiffs  with  the  list, 
it  would  seem  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  public  of  the  County  that  they 
should  be  so  supplied.  As  for  sending  lists  to  the  members  of  the  legal 
profession,  that  is  another  matter.  I think  perhaps  hereafter  it  would 
be  better  that  the  members  of  the  legal  profession  should  be  asked  to 
pay  for  copies  of  the  list  for  themselves,  if  the  County  objects  to  pay 
for  the  same  for  the  future. 

2.  Then  with  regard  to  a class  of  charges  similar  to  that  at  page 
5 of  the  County  Attorney’s  acccant  rendered  in  January,  1895,  “Queen

I think  one  certificate  and  letter  all  that  there  seems  to  be  au- 
thority for.  It  is  necessary  that  the  Sheriff  or  Gaoler  should  be  fur- 
nished with  proof  of  sentence,  otherwise  they  would  have  nothing  to 
justify  them  in  detaining  a prisoner  and  nothing  to  show  for  what 
length  of  time  they  should  detain  him.  There  is  a question  whether  or 
not  an  item  in  the  tariff  allowing  $1.50  for  calendar  of  conviction  sent 
to  the  Sheriff,  applies  to  convictions  in  the  County  Judge  Criminal 
Court,  but  if  it  does  it  is  an  item  payable  by  the  Government. 

3.  With  regard  to  a charge  of  $4  for  attending  quarterly  audit, 
the  County  Crown  Attorney  says  that  his  attendance  is  ^expedient  in  the 
interest  of  the  County,  that  he  is  not  bound  by  law  to  attend  without  a 
charge,  that  he  considers  the  charge  reasonable,  and  it  is.  allowed  m 
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other  Counties,  and  he  thinks  the  auditors  could  not  well  get  on 
without  him.  I see  nothing  in  the  tariff  relating  to  this  matter  and  the 
question  depends  on  the  value  of  Mr.  Peterson’s  services,  etc. 

See  remarks  of  Chief  Justice  Robinson,  hereafter  quoted. 

I think  the  charge  a reasonable  one,  assuming  that  the  County 
avails  itself  of  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Peterson’s  attendance. 

4.  Regarding  charges  for  letters  by  the  County  Crown  Attorney 
to  Magistrates  and  others,  I understand  from  the  County  Crown  At- 
torney that  the  Court  of  General  Sessions,  following  a practice  hitherto 
invariably  followed  in  this  County,  and  also  followed  in  other  Counties, 
passed  an  order  in  December  last,  of  which  I have  seen  a copy.  Under 
this  order,  I think  Mr.  Peterson  is  entitled  to  charge  for  the  necessary 

letters  to  Jthe  Government  or  Justices  or  Coroners  or  constables  or 
others  upon  matters  connected  with  the  business  of  the  Court  or  the 
Administration  of  Justice,  and  it  would  be  for  the  auditors  to  satisfy 
themselves  that  the  letters  charged  for  were  sent  and  were  reasonably 
within  the  terms  of  the  order  of  General  Sessions.  Whether  or  not 
letters  sending  to  Magistrates  forms  connected  with  the  Administration 
of  Justice  comes  within  the  tariff,  may  be  open  to  some  doubt,  but  in 
view  of  the  comprehensive  language  of  the  order  of  General  Sessions, 
I incline  to  think  they  would  come  within  the  tariff. 

5.  The  Committee  desire  also  to  know  whether  or  not  it  is  im- 
perative that  orders  for  moneys  to  be  advanced  in  respect  of  Criminal 
Justice,  that  is  for  expenses  for  the  detection  of  crime,  should  be  signed 
by  the  Warden  as  well  as  by  the  County  Crown  Attorney. 

I think  that  these  orders  must  be  signed  by  the  Warden.  I am 
informed  that  the  practice  is  for  the  Warden  always  to  sign  them  be- 
fore they  are  passed  upon  and  allowed  by  the  auditors.  I am  also  in- 
formed, and  indeed  my  own  experience  confirms  the  information,  that 
in  practice  it  is  not  possible  always  to  consult  the  Warden  before  special 
expenses  are  incurred  in  detection  of  crime.  The  Warden  of  the 
County  sometimes  is  absent  from  home.  Sometimes  he  lives  at  a dis- 
tance from  Guelph.  Sometimes  he  lives  in  a part  of  the  County  where 
he  cannot  be  communicated  with  even  by  telegraph,  and  in  most  of 
these  cases  of  detection  of  crime,  it  is  necessary  to  act  promptly.  For 
instance  take  the  case  in  the  County  of  Perth,  of  the  detection  of  the 
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murderer  of  Jessie  Keith.  There  it  was  necessary  for  the  County 
Crown  Attorney  to  act  instantly,  sending  descriptions  of  the  supposed 
murderer  all  over  the  country,  and  taking  other  steps  necessary  to  de- 
tect the  crime.  The  County  Attorney  could  not  wait  in  such  a case 
for  a written  authority  of  the  Warden  before  he  took  action.  No 
doubt  in  such  cases  the  County  Attorney  has  to  assume  a certain 
amount  of  responsibility,  perhaps  risk,  because  he  must  get  the  War- 
den’s approval  afterwards  for  what  he  has  done,  otherwise  the  expen- 
diture would  not  be  allowed.  It  seems  to  me  the  County  is,  in  practice, 
sufficiently  protected  by  requiring  the  sanction  of  its  Warden  before 
the  account  is  passed,  and  allowed  by  the  auditors. 

6.  With  regard  to  a charge  for  schedules  of  conviction  for  the 
quarter,  one  schedule  for  the  printer,  one  to  put  up  in  the  Court  House, 
and  one  to  put  up  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  $4  each,  I 
think  this  charge  is  right. 

7.  With  regard  to  the  charge  in  the  Sheriff’s  accounts  of  $25  a 
quarter  for  superintendence  of  goal,  that  charge  is  right,  but  is  payable 
by  the  Government,  and  has  been  allowed  by  the  Government  in  the 
last  quarter.  How  far  the  Government  will  be  prepared  to  reimburse 
the  County  for  other  quarters  for  the  year  1894,  I cannot  say,  but  I 
recommend  the  County  to  make  a claim  upon  the  Government  in  their 
next  accounts,  stating  that  the  claims  referred  to  were,  through  over- 
sight or  inadvertence,  omitted  at  the  time.  I do  not  think  it  likely  that 
the  Government  would  entertain  any  claim  going  further  back  than  the 
year  1894,  if  they  will  consent  to  go  back  at  all. 

Regarding  past  fees  charged  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  and  which 
the  County  has  heretofore  paid  upon  accounts  audited  and  passed,  the 
decision  of  the  case  of  the  County  of  Lambton  against  Pousett,  a former 
Clerk  of  the  Peace  there,  is  important.  There  the  late  Chief  Justice 
Robinson,  in  delivering  the  judgment  of  the  Court,  said  as  follows  : 

“After  auditors  have  had  the  accounts  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace 
before  them,  and  have  passed  them,  not  being  misled  by  any  improper 
conduct  of  the  officer,  I do  not  think  they  can  reclaim  in  an  action 
what  they  have  so  allowed.  If  they  can,  they  can  do  it  after  the  lapse 
of  years,  and  long  after  the  money  which  they  have  voluntarily  paid 
for  services  rendered  and  with  a full  knowledge  of  the  fact  had  been 
received  and  spent. 
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‘ ‘ And  as  also  to  such  charges  as  for  stationery,  a blank  book 
for  entering  letters  in,  or  a press  to  keep  his  papers  in, 
I cannot  hold  that  for  them  the  clerk  had  a legal  right  to 
demand  payment;  but  when  those  whose  duty  it  was  to  audit  and  pay 
the  accounts,  passed  their  judgment  upon  them,  and  looking  at  the 
circumstances  thought  the  disbursements  were  such  as  should  in  fair- 
ness be  allowed  for  to  the  officer,  I think  there  is  no  legal  right  to  re- 
cover back  the  money  from  him. 

“The  services  allowed  and  paid  to  him  for  assistance  rendered  to 
the  County  Auditors,  are  charges  of  which  I take  the  same  view,  the 
County  Auditors  need  not  have  employed  him,  but  they  must  have  ex- 
pected to  remunerate  fairly  whatever  person  they  did  employ,  and  I 
think  if  the  defendant  was  called  upon  to  give  his  time  and  attention  to 
that  duty,  he  had  a claim  to  be  paid  for  his  time  and  trouble,  which 
claim  was  at  least  just;  and  having  been  paid  for  it  on  an  account  ren- 
dered and  audited,  and  when  nothing  illegal  was  done,  and  no  impo- 
sition practiced,  he  can  keep  what  he  has  received  as  a compensation.  “ 

The  Court,  in  the  same  case  dealing  with  the  question  of  items 
for  which  he,  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  in  that  case  was  entitled  to  some 
allowance,  but  in  respect  of  which  there  was  an  overcharge,  the  Court 
say  that  in  such  a case  the  fees  would  be  illegal  fees  and  the  County 
would  be  entitled  to  recover  them  back,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
they  paid  them.  The  Judge,  however,  adds  as  follows  : 

“But,  at  the  same  time,  I do  not  see  very  great  inconvenience  that 
would  follow  if  accounts  of  this  description  should  be  allowed  to  be 
raked  into  long  after  they  have  been  passed  and  paid,  with  a view  of 
discovering  any  petty  charges  of  a shilling  or  is.  3d.,  and  making  them 
the  ground  of  a law  suit  to  get  back  the  money.”

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  havings  been  asked  by  the  County  Council 
upon  various  questions  touching  responsibility  in  respect  of  bridges 
crossing  railroads,  such  bridges  being  on  County  roads,  I beg  to  an- 
swer the  several  questions  as  follows  : 

1.  In  case  an  accident  occurs  on  such  bridge  on  account  of  in- 
sufficient fencing  or  for  lack  of  repair  to  the  bridge,  I incline  to  think 
that  both  the  County  and  the  Railroad  Company  would  be  held  liable. 
It  is,  therefore,  the  duty  of  the  County  to  take  steps  without  delay 
to  see  that  such  bridges  are  in  good  repair  and  are  properly  guarded. 

2.  Under  the  Railway  Act,  the  style  of  fencing,  etc.,  is  provided  for, 
namely,  a good  and  sufficient  fence  on  each  side  of  the  bridge  and  of 
the  approaches.  This  fence  must  be  at  least  four  feet  in  height  from  the 
surface  of  the  bridge  and  approaches. 

3.  The  County  has  it  in  its  power  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Railway  Act,  or  by  other  legal  process,  to  compel  the  Railway  Com- 
pany to  put  the  bridge  and  approaches  in  a proper  state  of  repair  to 
render  it  safe  for  public  travel. 

It  would  be  well  for  the  Council  to  give  me  instructions,  either 
directly  or  through  the  Road  Commissioners,  to  take  legal  proceedings 
against  any  Railway  Company  now  in  default. 

4.  A doubt  exists  as  to  whether  or  not  under  the  Railway  Act,  a 
Railway  Company  can  be  compelled  to  build  close  board  fences  so  as 
to  retain  the  snow  on  bridges  and  approaches.  I rather  think  there  is 
no  provision  in  the  Act  under  which  they  can  be  so  compelled,  but 
in  case  we  have  to  apply  to  the  railway  Company  with  regard  to  fences, 
it  might  be  well  to  include  an  application  to  compel  them  to  put  up 
snow  fences.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  upon  a question  touching-  a pro- 
posed bridg-e  to  be  built  on  the  boundary  line  between  Pilkington  and 
Woolwich  over  the  Grand  River,  and  I beg  to  say  : 

I St.  Assuming  for  the  present  that  the  line  of  road  is  a lawful 
highway  between  the  two  townships  at  the  river,  then  it  will  be  lawful 
for  this  County,  in  conjunction  with  the  County  of  Waterloo,  to  build 
a bridge  over  the  Grand  River,  which  there  crosses  the  boundary  line. 
In  the  event  of  the  County  resolving,  together  with  Waterloo  to  build 
a bridge,  both  Counties  would  undoubtedly  be  liable  for  keeping  the 
bridge  in  repair  and  for  its  due  maintenance. 

2nd.  It  is  somewhat  difficult  in  the  presence  of  conflicting  state- 
ments as  to  the  facts  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  two  Coun- 
ties can  be  forced  to  build  the  bridge. 

All  I can  say  at  present  from  the  facts  laid  before  me  on  both  sides, 
is  that  I consider  it  doubtful  whether  they  can  be  forced  to  build  a 
bridge. 

3rd.  The  County  can  grant  aid  to  the  Township  of  Pilkington 
towards  opening  up  or  making  any  new  road  or  bridge,  that  is  in  a 
case  where  the  Council  deems  the  County  at  large  sufficiently  interested 
in  the  work  to  justify  of  such  assistance.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  the  power  of  telegraph  and 
telephone  companies  to  damage  or  mutilate  shade  trees  when  putting 
up  their  lines. 
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I find  that  in  the  Act  incorporating  the  Montreal  Telegraph  Com- 
pany, it  is  provided  that  the  company  shall  not  unnecessarily  cut  down 
Or  mutilate  any  trees  or  plants  for  shade  along  highways. 

I find  also  that  in  the  Act  incorporating  the  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany, it  is  provided  that  in  putting  up  their  lines  they  shall  not  cut 
down  or  mutilate  any  tree;  so  that  in  the  case  of  the  Bell  Telephone 
Company,  the  prohibition  is  absolute,  but  in  the  case  of  the  Montreal 
Telegraph  Company,  it  is  qualified  by  the  word  unnecessarily.

Dear  Sir,- — The  following  question  has  been  submitted  for  my 
opinion  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Education  Committee  : 

“Can  any  High  School  Board  make  a charge  of  more  than  $500 
per  annum  for  repairs  in  the  amount  which  they  present  for  maintenance 
to  the  County  Council  when  they  claim  a further  additional  grant?” 

In  answer  to  this  question  I have  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  sub- 
section 5 of  Section  14  of  the  “High  Schools  Act,  1891,”  which  author- 
izes every  Board  of  High  School  Trustees  to  apply  to  the  Municipal 
Council  or  Councils  liable  under  the  Act  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
August  for  such  sums  as  the  Board  may  require  for  rnaintenajpce  of  the 
High  School  or  for  any  sums  not  exceeding  $500  in  one  year  for  perma- 
nent improvements,  does  not  apply  to  what  are  known  as  repairs,  and 
there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  $500  limit  with  regard  to  repairs.  Under 
the  interpretation  clauses  to  the  “High  Schools  Act”  permanent  im- 
provements are  defined  as  meaning  expenditure  for  the  purposes,  etc., 
of  a teacher’s  residence,  purchase  or  rental  of  a school  site,  erection  of 
a school  house,  enlargement  of  both  or  either,  or  for  permanently 
changing  the  system  of  heating  or  ventilation,  etc.,  etc.  Then  by 
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another  sub-section  “maintenance”  includes  ordinary  repairs  in  the 
teacher’s  residence  or  for  the  improvement  of  the  grounds  attached 
thereto,  salaries  of  teachers,  etc.,  repairs  of  school  buildings,  repairs  to 
school  furniture,  etc. 

I am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  limitation  of  $500  does  not 
apply  to  repairs  but  only  to  permanent  improvements.  The  High 
School  Board  can,  therefore,  charge  more  than  $500  for  repairs  if  more 
was  really  required  to  and  bona  fide  spent  for  that  purpose.

Dear  Sir, — The  following  questions  have  been  submitted  for  my 
opinion  by  resolution  of  the  County  Council. 

1.  “Where  private  drains  run  into  and  parallel  with  the  County 
road,  is  the  County  compelled  to  keep  the  covering  of  the  same  in  re- 
pair?” 

2.  “Can  the  Commissioners  of  the  County  roads  change  the  pre- 
sent covered  drain  to  an  open  drain?” 

I understand  that  these  questions  are  asked  with  reference  to  the 
following  state  of  facts 

Some  private  parties  for  the  purpose  of  draining  the  cellars  of 
their  houses  constructed  drains  from  their  cellars  into  the  County  road 
and  made  a deep  covered  drain  along  the  County  road 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  off  the  cellar  water.  This  covered  drain 
is  wholly  for  the  convenience  of  private  parties ; it  is  not  required  for 
the  purpose  of  draining  the  County  roads ; the  ordinary  open  drain  or 
side  ditch  would  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose.  The  covered  drain  has 
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now  got  out  of  repair  and  the  County  is  threatened  with  a claim  for 
damages  by  some  one  who  alleges  he  met  with  an  accident  in  conse- 
quence of  the  want  of  repair  of  this  covered  drain. 

My  opinion  on  the  questions  referred  to  me  is  as  follows  : 

1.  I think  the  County  is  not  compelled  as  between  the  owners  of 
the  dwelling  houses  and  themselves  to  keep  the  covered  drain  in  repair, 
but  it  is  the  duty  of  the  County  as  regards  the  travelling  public  to  keep 
the  highway  in  repair,  and  the  County  might  therefore  be  liable  to  any 
person  who  in  using  the  highway  suffers  any  damage,  through  no  fault 
of  his  own,  but  in  consequence  of  a defect  arising  from  the  covered 
drain  being  out  of  repair,  of  which  defect  the  County  has  oversight, 
notice,  or  constructive  notice. 

2.  In  answer  to  the  second  question  I think  the  Commissioners  of 
County  roads  can  change  the  present  deep  covered  drain  to  an  open 
drain,  but  I would  recommend  that  this  should  only  be  done  after  rea- 
sonable notice  to  the  parties  who  originally  constructed  the  covered 
drain  or  their  successors  of  the  intention  to  make  the  change.  Then 
if  these  parties  are  willing  to  pay  for  the  expense  of  making  and  car- 
rying a proper  covered  drain  along  the  County  road,  constructed  under 
the  superintendence  either  of  the  Road  Commissioners  or  of  an  engineer 
employed  by  them,  and  the  same  kept  properly  covered,  I should 
say  that  it  would  be  reasonable  for  the  County  to  permit  that  to  be 
done;  but  if  the  parties  decline  to  assume  the  cost  of  making  and  main- 
taining a new  and  properly  constructed  covered  drain  the  Commission- 
ers should  abolish  the  present  covered  drain  and  leave  the  parties  to  get 
an  outlet  according  to  law  if  they  can.  I think  they  would  have  to 
bear  at  the  very  least  the  expense  of  making  and  maintaining  a proper 
covered  drain  if  they  can  get  the  privilege  to  drain  their  cellars  into 
the  County  road  at  all.

Dear  Sir, — A question  has  been  submitted  for  my  opinion  as  to  the 
liability  of  the  County  to  provide  convenient  entrance  to  private  pro- 
perty where  ad  embankment  has  been  built  or  a ditch  made  on  the  road 
allowance  opposite  such  private  property. 

I assume;  that  this  refers  to  embankments  or  ditches  made  on  Coun- 
ty roads,  of  embankments  which  form  approaches  to  county  bridges  or 
bridges  which  the  County  is  compelled  by  law  to  build  and  maintain. 

I take  the  law  now  to  be  (although  different  in  former  times),  that 
where  the  County  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers  or  the  exercise  of  its 
duties  in  respect  to  roads  and  bridges,  either  by  embankment  or  cuttings 
in  highways,  injuriously  affects  private  property,  compensation  to  the 
owner  of  such  property  has  to  be  made. 

That  compensation  need  not  necessarily  consist  of  payment  of  a 
sum  of  money,  but  may  be  made  in  the  form  of  providing  an  entrance 
to  property. 

The  full  rule  as  to  compensation,  is,  that  the  Council  shall  make 
to  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  or  other  persons  interested  in  real  pro- 
perty injuriously  affected  by  the  exercise  of  its  powers,  due  compensa- 
tion for  any  damages  (including  costs  of  fencing,  where  required),  ne- 
cessarily resulting  from  the  exercise  of  such  powers,  beyond  any  ad- 
vantage which  the  claimant  may  derive  from  the  contemplated  work, 
and  any  claim  for  such  compensation,  if  any,  not  mutually  agreed  upon, 
shall  be  determined  by  arbitration  under  the  Municipal  Act. 

As  I understand  the  question  submitted  has  special  relation  to  the 
approaches  to  bridges,  I have  to  say,  that  the  Act  provides  that  the 
approaches  for  lOo  feet  to  and  next  adjoining  each  end  of  all  bridges 
belonging  to  or  made  by  or  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Municipality, 
shall  be  kept  up  and  maintained  by  such  Municipality  or  Municipalities, 
and  the  remaining  portions  of  such  approaches  shall  be  kept  up 
and  maintained  by  the  local  Municipalities  in  which  they 
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are  situated.  Of  course  where  a bridge  is  wholly  on  a road  owned 
by  the  County,  the  latter  has  to  keep  up  the  approaches  no  matter  how 
long  these  may  be.

Dear  Sir, — The  question  submitted  by  you  for  my  opinion,  is  : 

“As  to  whether  or  not  Commissioners  for  County  or  boundary  line 
bridges  can  stop  up  any  part  of  a road  while  bridges  or  roads  are 
being  repaired,  and  if  so,  for  how  long?” 

In  answer  to  this  question  I have  to  say  that  where  it  is  necessary 
to  repair  or  rebuild  County  or  boundry  line  bridges,  the  County  Com- 
missioners, in  my  opinion,  can  stop  up  temporarily  the  part  of  the  road 
adjacent  to  the  bridge  while  the  bridge  and  adjacent  roads  are  being 
repaired,  or  bridges  being  rebuilt.  They  can  so  stop  up  part  of  the 
road  in  order  to  perform  and  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them 
to  perform  their  duties  in  connection  with  the  repair  or  re-erection  of 
the  bridges  and  they  can  keep  the  road  of  which  the  bridge  formsi  part, 
stopped  up  for  a reasonable  length  of  time.  It  is  not  possible  to  lay 
down  any  rule  as  to  what  is  a reasonable  length  of  time — that  depends 
on  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be  done,  the  season  of  the  year,  and  other 
circumstances.

Dear  Sir,— With  respect  to  the  questions  which  i.dve  been  raised 
by  the  letter  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Wissler,  Clerk  of  Nichol,  I have  to  say  that 
where  an  election  for  the  County  Council  is  held,  where  no  poll  is  re- 
quired at  an  election  for  the  local  municipalities,  the  expense  of  it  has 
to  be  borne  by  the  County,  and  the  Act  says  that  the  reasonable  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  County  Clerk,  the  Clerk  of  the  local  municipali- 
ties, and  the  other  officers  and  clerk,  for  printing-,  providing-  ballot 
boxes,  ballot  papers,  materials  for  making  ballot  papers,  balloting  com-  ' 
partments,  transmission  of  the  packets  required  by  the  Act  to  be 
transmitted,  and  all  reasonable  fees,  and  all  allowances  for  services 
rendered  under  the  Act,  shall  be  paid  to  the  County  Clerk,  or  the 
Clerk  of  the  local  municipality,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  County,  and 
shall  be  distributed  by  him  to  the  several  persons  entitled  thereto. 

The  County  Council,  by  By-Law  passed  after  due  consideration, 
fixed  upon  certain  allowances  which  they  considered  to  be  reasonable, 
with  regard  to  the  services  of  Deputy  Returning  Officers  and  Poll 
Clerks,  and  also  for  halls  and  balloting  places. 

As  I understand  it,  Mr.  Wissler  claims  that  the  amounts  fixed  by 
that  By-Law  are  not  reasonable  amounts,  and  he  asks  for  payment  of 
larger  amounts  than  the  County  By-Law  fixed. 

At  the  time  the  By-Law  was  passed  I called  the  attention  of  the  Coun- 
ty Council  to  the  fact  that  the  word  “reasonable”  was  somewhat  indefi- 
nite, and  that  it  would  be  open  to  question  whether  the  amounts  they 
fixed  were  or  were  not  in  fact  reasonable  amounts.  Local  circum- 

stances may  exist  which  may  afford  ground  for  some  variation  in  the 
allowance  for  or  rent  of  halls  and  polling  places  in  the  different  muni- 
cipalities, so  that  probably  it  would  be  better  to  amend  the  By-Law  in 
that  respect  so  as  to  provide  that  the  allowance  for  halls  and  polling 
places  shall  be  an  amount  not  exceeding  what  the  Township  or  local 
municipality  has  heretofore  been  accustomed  to  allow  for  halls  and 
polling  places.  It  may,  perhaps,  be  said,  with  some  show  of  reason, 
that  an  allowance  for  the  use  of  a hall  or  polling  place  in  one  munici- 
pality may  not  be  quite  rea3onable  in  another,  as  rents  and  circum- 
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stances  vary  somewhat ; but  with  regard  to  the  allowance  for  the  ser- 
vices of  Deputy  Returning  Officers  and  Poll  Clerks,  aside  from  other 
considerations,  it  cannot,  I think,  be  fairly  thought  and  said  that  the 
services  of  a Deputy  Returning  Officer  and  Poll  Clerk,  say  in  the  Town- 
ship of  A,  are  worth  more  than  the  services  of  the  like  officers  in  the 
adjoining  Townships,  say  of  B and  C;  in  other  words,  there  seems  to 
be  no  sound  reason  for  placing  a higher  value  on  the  services  of  men 
in  one  Township  than  the  value  placed  on  the  services  of  other  men 
equally  competent,  and  able  and  willing  to  perform  the  same  duties  in 
some  other  Township.  And  I also  think  that  as  the  amounts  fixed  by 
By-Law  for  allowance  to  Deputy  Returning  Officers  and  Poll  Clerks 
were  fixed  after  full  consideration  by  the  then  County  Council,  contain- 
■ '>  a large  body  of  representative  men  from  all  municipalities  in  the 
County,  and  as  the  result  of  their  deliberate  judgment,  that  the 
amounts  they  fixed  were  reasonable  amounts  for  the  services  referred 
to.  A Judge  or  a Court  would  not  be  likely  to  differ  from  the  County 
Council,  and  would  not  be  likely  to  decide  that  such  allowances,  so 
deliberately  arrived  at  and  fixed,  were,  in  fact,  not  reasonable  allow- 
ances. 

I understand  that  the  allowances*  fixed  by  the  County  Council  for 
Deputy  Retutning  Officers  and  Poll  Clerks  were  higher  than  the  aver- 
age allowances  made  by  local  municipalities  throughout  the  County  for 
similar  services. 

I,  therefore,  think,  on  the  whole,  that  the  better  way  to  deal  with 
Mr.  Wissler’s  claim  will  be  to  allow  for  halls  and  polling  places  a sum 
not  exceeding  what  the  Township  of  Nichol  has  been  heretofore  ac- 
customed to  allow  for  the  like,  but  to  adhere  to  the  allowance  for  ser- 
vices of  Deputy  Returning  Officers  and  Poll  Clerks  fixed  by  the  By- 
Law.  The  Council  should,  of  course,  apply  the  same  rule  to  all  muni- 
cipalities.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  whether  or  not  JusLices  (^f 
the  Peace  have  power  to  commit  to  the  House  of  Industry  persons  who 
are  in  destitute  circumstances  (after  information  on  oath  and  due  en- 
quiry), but  who  are  unwilling-  or  will  not  voluntarily  g-o,  or  what  other 
means  can  leg-.ally  be  taken  to  commit  such  persons? 

In  answer  to  this  question  I have  to  say  that,  under  Section  526 
of  the  Municipal  Act,  any  two  of  Her  Majesty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace 
may,  by  writing-  under  their  hands  and  seals,  commit  to  the  House 
of  Industry  or  Refug-e,  to  be  employed  and  Governed  according-  to  the 
rules,  regulations  and  orders  of  the  House,  amongst  other  classes  of 
persons,  “all  poor  and  indigent  persons  who  are  incapable  of  support- 
ing themselves,”  also  “all  persons  without  means  of  maintaining  them- 
selves, and  able  of  body  to  work,  and  who  refuse  or  neglect  to  do  so.” 

Of  course  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  Magistrates  proceed  in  the 
usual  way,  that  is,  after  information  on  oath,  and  after  due  enquiry, 
and  after  giving  the  parties  sought  to  be  committed  an  opportunity  to 
defend  themselves.

Dear  Sir, — ^My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  the  powers  of  the  County 
Council  over  the  appointment  and  term  of  office  of  High  and  County 
Constables,  and  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  dismiss  any  that  may  be 
considered  to  be  unnecessary. 

In  reply  I have  to  say,  (i)  As  to  the  High  Constables,  by  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Ontario,  Chapter  99,  Section  4,  the  Municipal  Council  of 
a County  shall,  where  a High  Constable  has  not  been  appointed,  or 
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where  the  office  is  vacant,  appoint  a fit  and  proper  person  to  be  Hig-h 
Constable  for  the  County,  and  may  fix  his  remuneration  by  salary  and 
otherwise,  and  may  allow  him  such  sums  for  expenses  and  may  supply 
him  with  such  ^^rms,  accoutrements  and  clothing-  and  other  necessaries 
as  may  be  deemed  proper. 

By  Section  8 of  the  same  Statute,  all  persons  appointed  to  be  High 
Constables  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council  of  the 
County  for  which  they  are  appointed,  so  that  respecting  High  Consta- 
bles, the  County  Council  practically  control  their  appointment. 

Under  Section  5,  in  case  there  is  a vacancy  in  the  office,  if  the 
County  Council  does  not,  within  three  months  after  the  vacancy  occurs, 
fill  the  same,  then  the  office  may  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Coun- 
t}'  Judge,  Warden,  Sheriff  and  County  Crown  Attorney,  or  any  three 
of  them,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  office  of  High  Con- 
stable until  his  appointment  is  confirmed  or  a new  appointment  made 
by  the  County  Council  under  the  authority  of  the  Act. 

By  Section  6 it  is  provided  that  where  there  is  now  a High  Coun- 
ty Constable  duly  appointed,  he  shall  continue  to  be  High  Constable 
under  the  same  tenure  of  office,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liability  for  the  performance  of 
the  same  duties  and  shall  be  subject  also  to  suspense  by  the  Inspector 
of  Legal  Offices,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  been  appointed  under 
the  new  act.  The  Act  referred  to  was  passed  7th  of  April,  1896. 

I take  the  meaning  of  this  clause  to  be  that  the  High  Constable 
now  appointed  for  the  County  continues  to  be  High  Constable  under  the 
same  tenure  of  office  as  if  he  were  appointed  under  the  Act. 

If  he  were  appointed  under  the  Act,  it  is  clear  that  his  tenure  of 
office  would  be  during  the  pleasure  of  the  County  Council. 

2.  With  regard  to  ordinary  Constables,  the  same  revised  Statute, 
Section  i,  authorizes  the  Justices  of  the  Peace,  at  the  Court  of  General 
vSessions  of  the  Peace,  to  appoint  Constables  to  act  in  each  Township, 
incorporated  Village,  Police  Village  and  place  within  the  County.  They 
have  power  to  dismiss  Constables. 

The  County  Judge  has  power  to  appoint  Constables  during  the  in- 
tervals of  the  sittings  of  the  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  the 
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appointment  so  made  may  be  revoked  by  the  Sessions,  but  unless  re- 
voked, the  appointment  by  the  Judge  continues  good  as  if  it  had  been 
made  at  the  Sessions.  Every  Constable  appointed  under  the  Act  shall, 
while  he  holds  office,  be  a County  Constable. 

The  County  Judge  has  power  to  suspend  from  office  a High  Con- 
stable, or  any  Constable,  subject  to  certain  provisions. 

Then  there  is  provision  for  the  inspection  by  the  Inspector  of  Legal 
Offices  of  the  offices  of  High  Constables  and  County  Constables,  and 
for  holding  enquiries  into  their  conduct,  &c. 

The  result  is,  in  my  opinion — ■ 

1.  The  County  Council  has  no  power  to  terminate  any  existing 
appointment  of  High  Constable  because  the  tenure  of  office  is  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Council.  It  should,  however,  fill  the  vacancy,  if  one 
is  created.  See  also  next  clause. 

2.  With  regard  to  ordinary  Constables,  who  are  not  salaried,  or 
special  Constables,  the  County  Council  has  not  the  power  of  appoint- 
ment, and  as  to  dismissal,  the  direct  power  of  dismissal  is  reposed  in 
the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace.  The  Act,  however  pro- 
vides that  on  enquiry  into  the  conduct  of  any  High  Constable,  or  Coun- 
ty Constable,  in  relation  to  their  official  duties  and  acts,  by  the  Inspec- 
tor of  Legal  Offices,  the  latter  official  may  suspend  any  Constable  for 
any  period  not  beyond  one  week  after  the  next  meeting  of  the  County 
Council,  and  in  case  the  Inspector  considers  the  suspended  officer  de- 
serving of  dismissal,  he  is  to  report  the  same  to  the  County  Clerk  for 
submission  to  the  County  Council  at  its  next  meeting,  and  the  Council 
may  dismiss  the  officer,  or  direct  him  to  be  restored  to  his  office  after 
the  period  of  his  suspension  has  expired,  or  after  such  further  period  of 
suspension  as  the  Council  may  order.  See  Sections  i8  and  20  of  the 
Act. 

Under  the  Municipal  Act,  Section  495,  the  County  Council  may 
appoint  one  or  more  salaried  Constables  for  the  municipality,  to  hold 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council.  Should  they  appoint  a sal- 
aried Constable,  the  Council  may  agree  that  such  Constable  shall  keep 
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for  his  own  use  the  fees  of  office,  or  they  may  require  that  the  fees 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Municipal  Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  municipality.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  whether  or  not  a person 
doing  business  for  a firm  in  the  city  of  Guelph,  who  carries  goods  into 
the  different  villages  of  the  County,  and  sells  goods  immediately  from 
his  boxes  to  private  individuals,  and  who,  if  he  has  nothing  to  suit  them 
from  goods  in  his  possession  takes  their  orders  and  furnishes  goods  at 
a later  date,  is  a hawker  or  pedlar,  within  the  meaning  of  the  By- 
Law,  and  therefore  ought  to  have  a license. 

In  answer  to  this  I have  to  say  : 

1.  I have  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  County  By-Law 
following  the  Statute  does  not  require  a license  where  goods  are  sold 
to  a retail  dealer,  or  where  a person  is  hawking  or  peddling  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  this  Pro- 
vince, where  the  same  are  being  hawked  or  peddled  by  the  manufac- 
turer or  producer  or  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  by  his  bona 
fide  servants  or  employees,  having  written  authority  in  that  behalf. 

2.  I have  further  to  say  that  certain  sales  by  sample  (that  is 
where  the  person  merely  carries  or  exposes  samples  or  patterns  of  cer- 
tain goods,  and  sells  them  by  sample,  and  which  are  afterwards  deli- 
vered), are  permitted  without  a license  in  certain  cases. 

3.  Dealing  with  sales  other  than  those  above  mentioned  and^sales 
to  other  persons  than  retail  merchants,  I am  of  opinion  that  a person 
who  carries  goods  about  the  country,  and  sells  them  from  his  wagon 
or  vehicle,  box  or  basket,  to  private  individuals,  who  are  not  retail 
dealers,  and  who  goes  from  place  to  place  ;^nd  from  house  to  house  to 
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make  sales,  and  not  to  make  delivery  in  pursuance  of  orders,  is  a haw- 
ker or  peddlar  within  the  meaning-  of  the  By-Law,  and  should  take  out 
a license,  and  I express  this  opinion  even  assuming  the  person  so  carry- 
ing around  the  goods  for  sale  and  hawking  them  is,  or  professes  to  be, 
an  agent  for  a Guelph  City  firm.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  is  asked  as  to  the  liability  of  the  County 
to  pay  an  account  to  John  Mitchell,  undertaker,  of  $16,  for  the  funeral 
expenses  of  one  James  Day,  who  died  in  the  Guelph  General  Hospital, 
and  who  was  sent  there  by  Councillor  John  McGowan,  of  Alma. 

So  far  as  I have  been  able  to  see,  there  does  not  seem  to  be,  strictly 
speaking,  any  legal  liability  on  the  part  of  the  County,  or,  indeed,  of 
the  Township  of  Peel,  to  pay  this  account,  but  it  will  be  for  the  Coun- 
ty Council  to  consider  whether,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  man  was 
sent  here  by  one  of  the  County  Council,  no  doubt  in  perfect  good  faith, 
and  judging  from  the  account  also,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Mit- 
chell was  employed  by  telegram  from  Mr.  McGowan  to  attend  to  the 
necessary  funeral  arrangements,  they  should  not  pay  the  amount,  even 
if  not  strictly  speaking  legally  liable  to  pay  the  same.

Dear  Sir, — The  questions  submitted  for  my  opinion,  together  with 
ni)/  answers,  are  as  follows  : 

First  Question.  At  what  depth  may  open  ditches  be  maintained 
along  County  roads  without  erecting  guard  rails? 

In  answer  to  this  question  I have  to  say  . that,  in  my  opinion,  there 
is  by  law  no  particular  or  specified  depth  to  which  ditches  may  be  main- 
tained along  County  roads  without  erecting  guard  rails.  The  law  is 
that  guard  rails  must  be  maintained  wherever  necessary  to  protect  tra- 
vellers upon  the  roads  from  accidents — that  is,  travellers  who  use  ordin- 
ary care ; accidents  which  are  the  result  of  the  traveller’s  own  care- 
lessness the  County  would  not  be  responsible  for. 

In  other  words,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Corporation  to  provide  guard 
rails  pr  fences  wherever  these  are  necessary  to  make  roads  and  bridges 
safe  for  public  travel. 

If  the  roads  are  kept  in  such  a reasonable  state  of  repair  that 
those  requiring  to  use  them  may,  using  ordinary  care,  pass  to  and  fro 
upon  them  in  safety,  the  requirement  of  the  law  is  satisfied ; otherwise 
not. 

Second  Question.  Is  the  County  bound  to  maintain  ditches  along 
County  roads  deep  enough  to  carry  off  the  water  from  underground  tile 
drains?  If  not,  then  how  deep  may  farmers  and  others  living  on  Coun- 
ty roads  make  and  maintain  open  ditches  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
off  water  from  such  tile  drains  ? 

In  answer  to  this  question  my  opinion  is,  that  unless  under  an 
award  made  in  pursuance  to  the  Ditches  and  Watercourses  Act,  or  the 
laws  relating  to  municipal  drainage,  the  County  is  not  bound  to  main- 
tain open  ditches  along  County  roads,  deep  enough  to  carry  off  the 
water  from  the  underground  tile  drains  upon  the  neighboring  farms. 

If  the  second  part  of  the  question  implies  that  farmers  living  on 
farms  adjacent  to  County  roads  have  the  right,  of  their  own  motion  or 
as  they  see  fit,  to  make  and  maintain  open  ditches  upon  the  County 
roads  for  the  purpose  referred  to,  then  I answer  that  no  person,  with- 
out authority  of  the  Covmty,  or  without  the  authority  of  a lawful  award 
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under  the  Ditches  and  Watercourses  Act,  or  Municipal  Drainag-e  Act, 
has  any  right  whatever  to  make  or  maintain  open  ditches  upon  the 
County  roads.  If  any  person,  without  lawful  authority,  interferes  with 
a County  road  by  making  excavations  therein  or  thereon,  and  such 
excavations  render  the  road  in  any  degree  dangerous  to  the  travelling 
public,  the  person  who  so  makes  the  excavations  is,  in  my  opinion, 
liable  to  be  prosecuted  under  the  criminal  law  for  having  committed  a 
public  nuisance.

Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  has  been  asked  as  to  the  legality  of  a 
Council  granting  to  a private  individual  the  privilege  of  damming  and 
backing  the  water  of  any  stream  crossing  a public  highway,  and  there- 
by lengthening  the  span  of  the  bridge  crossing  any  such  stream. 

I understand  this  question  is  asked  with  reference  to  a claim  by 
the  mill  owner  of  Armstrong’s  Mill  against  the  County  for  compensa- 
tion for  having  let  the  water  out  of  his  mill  dam  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  erection  by  the  County  of  a bridge  over  the  River  Speed,  on  the 
boundary  line  between  Guelph  and  Eramosa.  A copy  of  a memoran- 
dum of  agreement,  dated  June,  1874,  has  been  submitted  to  me=  It 
appears  to  be  an  agreement  between  the  then  reeves  of  the  Townships 
of  Guelph  and  Eramosa,  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions  of  their  re- 
spective Councils,  authorizing  the  same  whereby  a payment  of  $100 
from  Mr.  J.  S.  Armstrong  to  them  appears  to  have  been  accepted  in 
full  conpensation  for  damage  done  to  the  boundary  line  between  the 
two  townships  by  water  overflowing  the  same  from  Armstron’s  mill 
dam.  I do  not  think  it  necessary,  in  connection  with  giving  an  opinion 
to  the  County  Council,  with  respect  to  the  claim  made  against  it  now, 
to  say  what  is  the  effect  of  the  agreement  referred  to  as  between  the 
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two  Township  Councils  and  the  mill  owner.  But  in  my  opinion,  as 
between  the  County  Council  and  the  mill  owner,  the  agreement  in  not 
binding  on  the  County. 

I consider  that  the  County  Council,  in  performing  its  obligations 
with  respect  to  the  re-building  or  repairing  of  the  town  line  bridge, 
could,  at  the  very  least,  insist  on  the  water  being  let  out  of  the  dam  so 
as  to  enable  the  work  to  be  properly  done,  and  the  County  Council 
would  not  be  under  any  obligation  to  make  compensation  to  the  mill- 
owner  in  connection  with  his  having  let  the  water  out  of  the  dam  for 
that  purpose.

' Dear  Sir, — My  opinion  has  been  asked  as  to  whether  parties  who, 
without  authority,  make  excavations,  either  by  deepening  ditches  or 
otherwise,  on  County  roads,  are  liable  in  a civil  action  for  damages, 
either  to  the  County  or  to  travellers,  where  the  latter  have  suffered 
damage  by  reason  of  such  excavation. 

In  answer  to  this  question  I have  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  where 
such  travellers  recover  damages  against  the  County,  by  reason  of  such 
excavations,  the  County  is  entitled  to  a remedy  over  for  the  amount  of 
such  damages,  against  the  private  individual  who,  without  authority, 
made  the  excavation  which  caused  the  damage.  In  any  action  for 
damages  caused  by  such  excavation,  the  plaintiff,  on  making  out  his 
case,  would  be  entitled  to  recover  against  both  the  County  and  the 
party  who  made  the  excavation,  but  the  County  would  have  the  right 
to  recover  the  amount  of  judgment  for  damages  and  costs  from  the 
other  defendant.  The  law  provides,  in  such  a case,  that  the  munici- 
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pality  shall  have  the  right  to  have  the  person  who  has  made  the  excava- 
tion made  a defendant  in  the  action — if  the  plaintiff  does  not  make  him 
a defendant.

STANDING 

Rules  and  Reg'ulations 


MEETINGS  AND  ADJOURNMENTS  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

Resolved,  i. — That  the  Council  do  meet  at  nine  o’clock  in  the  fore- 
noon in  summer,  and  ten  in  the  winter,  unless  otherwise  specially  pro- 
vided, adjourning^  at  twelve,  noon,  meeting  at  two  p.m.  If  there  is 
no  quorum,  the  Warden  or  Chairman  may  take  the  chair  and  adjourn, 
with  the  consent  of  the  majority  then  present. 

2.  — That  when  the  Council  adjourns,  the  members  shall  keep  their 
seats  until  the  Warden  or  Chairman  leaves  the  chair. 

3.  — That  whenever  the  Warden  or  Chairman  is  obliged  to  adjourn 
the  Council  for  want  of  a quorum,  the  hour  at  which  such  adjournment 
is  made,  and  the  names  of  the  members  then  present,  shall  be  inserted 
in  the  minutes  of  the  Council. 
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QUORUM. 

4. - — A quorum  shall  be  a majority  of  all  the  members. 

5.  — That  upon  the  appearance  of  a quorum,  the  Warden  or  Chair- 
man shall  take  the  chair,  and  the  members  be  called  to  order. 

MINUTES. 

6.  — That  immediately  after  the  Warden  or  Chairman  shall  have 
taken  the  chair,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read  by  the 
Clerk  to  the  end,  and  any  mistake  therein  may  be  corrected  by  the 
Council ; and  that  the  doors  during  the  reading  of  the  minutes,  be 
closed. 

WARDEN. 

7.  — That  the  Warden  or  Chairman  shall  preserve  order  and  de- 
corum, and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Council. 

8.  — That  when  the  Warden  or  Chairman  is  called  upon  to  explain 
a point  of  order  or  practice,  he  is  to  state  the  rule  applicable  to  the 
case  without  argument  or  comment. 

9.  — In  case  the  Warden  shall  not  be  in  attendance,  the  Clerk  shall 
call  the  meeting  to  order  until  a Chairman  be  chosen,  who  shall  preside 
until  the  arrival  of  the  Warden. 

10.  — That  every  member,  previous  to  his  speaking,  shall  rise  from 
his  seat  uncovered,  and  address  himself  to  the  chair. 

11.  — That  when  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  at  once,  the  War- 
den or  Chairman  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

12.  — That  every  member,  who  shall  be  present  when  a question  is 
put  in  Council,  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  the  Council  shall  excuse  him. 

13. - — That  when  the  Warden  or  Chairman  is  putting  a question, 
no  member  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  Council  Hall,  nor  when  a 
member  is  speaking  shall  any  member  hold  discourse  to  interrupt  him, 
except  to  order,  nor  pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

14.  — That  a member  called  to  order  shall  sit  down,  unless  permitted 
to  explain ; and  the  Council,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  on  the  case. 
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but  without  debate ; if  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  chair  shall 
be  submitted  to. 

15.  — That  no  member  shall  speak  beside  the  question  in  debate. 

16.  — That  each  member  may  of  right  require  the  question  or  mo- 
tion in  discussion  to  be  read  for  his  information  at  any  time  of  the  de- 
bate, but  not  so  as  to  interrupt  a member  speaking. 

17.  — That  no  member  other  than  one  proposing  a question  or 
motion  (who  shall  be  permitted  to  reply),  shall  speak  more  than  once 
on  the  same  question  without  leave  of  the  Council,  except  in  explana- 
tion of  a material  part  of  his  speech,  which  may  have  been  miscon- 
ceived ; but  then  he  is  not  to  introduce  new  matter. 

STRANGERS. 

18.  — That  no  stranger  shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Coun- 
cil without  permission  from  the  Warden  or  Chairman. 

RULES  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

19.  — That  the  Rules  of  the  Council  shall  be  observed  in  a Commit- 
tee of  the  whole  Council  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the 
rules  limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking  and  taking  the  yeas  and 
Nays. 

DIVISION  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

20.  — That  upon  a division  of  the  Council,  the  names  of  those  who 
vote  for  and  of  those  who  vote  against  the  question  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  minutes  if  two  members  require  it. 

MOTIONS  AND  QUESTIONS. 

21.  — That  a motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 

22.  — That  in  Committee,  a motion  that  the  Chairman  leave  the 
chair  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  take  the  place  of  any  other 
motion  without  debate. 

23.  — That  no  motion,  except  to  adjourn,  shall  be  debated  or  put, 
unless  the  same  be  in  writing  and  seconded. 

24.  — That  after  a motion  has  been  read  by  the  Warden  or  Chair- 
man it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Council,  but  may  be 
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withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment,  with  permission 
of  the  Council. 

25.  — That  when  a question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  unless  to  amend  it,  or  commit  it,  or  postpone  it  to  a certain 
day,  or  for  adjournment,  or  to  lay  it  on  the  table.  That  when  a ques- 
tion or  paper  is  ordered  to  be  laid  on  the  table,  it  shall  be  considered 
as  finally  disposed  of. 

♦ 

26.  — That  no  motion  prefaced  by  any  preamble,  shall  be  admitted 
in  the  Council. 

27.  — That  every  motion,  when  seconded,  must  be  received  and  read 
by  the  Warden  or  Chairman  in  Council,  except  in  the  cases  provided  for 
by  the  Rules  of  the  Council. 

28.  — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  or  Chairman  in  Coun- 
cil, whenever  he  shall  conceive  that  a motion  which  he  has  received 
and  read  may  be  contrary  to  the  Rules  of  the  Council,  to  apprise  the 
Council  thereof  immediately,  before  the  question  on  such  motion  is 
put,  and  to  cite  the  rule  which  is  applicable  to  the  case. 

BY-LAWS. 

29.  — That  every  By-Law  shall  be  introduced  by  a motion  for  leave, 
specifying  the  title  of  the  By-Law,  or  by  motion  to  appoint  a committee 
to  prepare  and  bring  it  in,  or  by  an  order  of  the  Council  on  the  report 
of  a committee. 

30.  — That  no  By-Law  shall  be  committed  or  amended  until  it  shall 
have  been  twice  read. 

31.  — That  all  amendments  shall  be  reported  to  the  Council  by  the 
Chairman  standing  in  his  place.  After  report  the  By-Law  shall  be 
subjected  to  debate  and  amendment  in  the  Council  before  the  third  read- 
ing is  allowed. 

32.  — That  every  proposed  By-Law  shall  receive  three  several  read- 
ings, and  not  mc^e  than  two  on  the  same  day,  unless  on  the  last  day  of 
the  Session,  if  any  member  objects. 

33.  — That  when  a By-Law  is  read  in  the  Council,  the  Clerk  shall 
certify  the  readings  and  the  time  on  the  back. 
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34.  — That  By-Laws  committed  to  a Committee  of  the  whole  Coun- 
cil shall  first  be  read  throug-hout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  read  by  the  Chair- 
man and  debated  by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  and  title  to  be  last 
considered. 

35.  — That  when  a By-Law  passes  the  Council,  the  Clerk  shall  certi- 
fy the  same,  with  the  date  thereof,  at  the  foot  of  the  By-Law. 

36.  — That  all  persons  whose  interest  or  property  may  be  affected 
by  any  By-Law  may  appear  in  person  before  the  Committee  to  give  their 
consent,  and  if  they  cannot  personally  appear,  they  may  send  their 
consent  in  writing,  which  shall  be  proved  before  the  Committee  by  one 
or  more  witnesses. 

PETITIONS,  &c. 

37.  — That  petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the 
Council,  shall  be  presented  by  a member  in  his  place,  who  shall  be 
answerable  to  the  Council  that  they  do  not  contain  improper  or  imperti- 
nent matter. 

38.  — That  petitions  from  Corporations  shall  have  the  Corporate 
Seal  attached,  and  be  countersigned  by  the  Clerk;  and  no  petition  or 
motion  for  a grant  of  money,  for  any  road  or  bridge,  shall  be  received 
or  put,  after  noon  of  the  third  day  of  the  June  Session,  unless  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  request  the  same  to  be  put. 

PAPERS  LAID  BEFORE  THE  COUNCIL. FORM  OF  READING. 

39.  — That  papers  laid  before  the  Council,  or  referred  to  a Com- 
mittee for  their  consideration,  are  of  right  to  be  read  once  by  the  Clerk 
or  Chairman,  but  when  once  read  to  the  Council  or  Committee,  they 
are  then  like  every  other  paper  that  belongs  to  the  Council,  to  be  moved 
for,  to  be  read,  and  if  objected  to,  to  be  decided  by  taking  the  sense  of 
the  Council  or  Committee.  No  petitions  or  memorials  respecting  im- 
provements shall  be  originated  by  any  member  of  the  Council  during 
any  Session  thereof. 

COMMITTEES. 

40.  — That  in  forming  a Committee  of  the  whole  Council,  the  War- 
den or  Chairman  shall  leave  the  Chair,  and  shall  before  leaving  the  same 
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appoint  a Chairman  to  preside,  who  shall  have  the  same  authority  in 
the  chair  of  the  Committee  as  the  Warden  in  the  chair  of  the  Council, 
and  in  other  Committees  the  Chairman  shall  have  the  same  authority. 

41.  — That  no  person  shall  object  to  act  as  Chairman  when  so  called 
upon  by  the  Warden. 

42.  — On  motion  in  Committee  to  rise  and  report,  the  question  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

43.  — That  every  member  who  shall  introduce  a By-Law,  which  may 
be  referred  to  a special  Committee  or  Who  may  by  motion  appoint  a 
special  committee,  shall  be  convener  of  said  special  Committee  without 
further  action  of  the  Council. 

44.  — That  of  the  number  of  members  appointed  to  compose  a Com- 
mittee, a majority  of  the  whole  number  chosen  shall  be  a quorum  com- 
petent to  proceed  to  business  in  all  cases  where  the  number  to  form 
such  quorum  shall  not  be  specially  fixed  in  the  motion  of  appointment. 

45.  — That  in  the  first  session  of  the  Council  in  each  and  every 
year,  Standing*  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  or  more  members  each, 
shall  be  appointed  for  such  special  purposes  as  the  Council  may  deem 
right — to  whom  all  matters  relating*  to  those  objects  shall  severally  be 
referred. 

46. - — That  the  mode  of  appointing*  Special  Committees  be  by  the 
Council  in  Session  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business. 

ORDERS  OF  THE  DAY. 

47.  — That  the  order  of  the  day  shall  have  preference  to  any  mo- 
tion before  the  Council. 

48.  — That  it  be  a standing*  rule  of  the  Council  that  when  any  order 
or  orders  of  the  day  shall  be  lost  by  a Committee  of  the  whole  Council 
breaking*  up  for  want  of  a quorum,  or  by  the  Council  adjourning* 
for  want  of  a quorum,  the  order  or  orders  so  lost  shall  be 
taken  up  in  succession  as  the  first  business  to  be  proceeded  on  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

49.  — No  subject  shall  be  discussed  or  voted  on  during  the  same 
session  of  Council  after  a vote  has  been  taken  thereon. 
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50.  — That  all  petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed  to 
the  Council  shall,  after  the  same  has  been  received  and  read,  be  at  once 
referred  by  the  Warden  to  the  appropriate  Committee  without  motion, 
unless  the  Council  shall  order  the  same  to  be  referred  to  a Special  Com- 
mittee. 

51.  — That  in  the  election  of  Warden  for  the  Council  the  course  to 
be  pursued  shall  be,  that  the  names  of  all  candidates  shall  be  given  to 
the  Clerk  immediately  after  the  new  Councillors  shall  have  taken  their 
seats,  and  a vote  shall  then  be  taken  upon  each  candidate  in  rotation, 
and  the  candidate  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
elected,  but  in  no  case  without  *a  majority  of  the  members  present;  and 
in  case  any  of  the  first  named  candidates  do  not  command  such  major- 
ity, the  Clerk  shall  then  call  for  a fresh  nomination. 

52.  — That  no  motion  shall  be  put  by  the  Warden  or  Chairman 
which  would  commit  the  Council  to  any  action,  on  which  the  County 
Solicitor  has  expressed  his  opinion,  in  writing,  to  the  effect,  that  such 
action  would  be  illegal. 

53.  — The  daily  routine  business  of  the  Council  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows : 

ist. — Calling  the  roll. 

2nd. — Reading  the  minutes  of  preceding  day. 

3rd.~Reading  of  Communications  by  the  Warden  or  the  Clerk. 

4th. — Presentations  of  petitions  by  members  in  their  places. 

5th. — Referring  petitions  and  communications. 

6th — Orders  of  the  day. 

7th. — Reports  of  Committees. 

8th. — New  business. 

9th. — Notices  of  motion. 

54.  — That  any  standing  rule  may  be  suspended  for  a special  pur- 
pose on  a vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil.
